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Mass transit summit outcome: tax hike?

Gov. Daniel Walker pinned hopes for 


financing a six-county transit district on 
legislative approval of a state lottery. In- 
crco*ed vehicle taxes, release of Cross- 
town Expressway funds and a possible 
parking tax. 


House Speaker 
W. Robert Blair, 


It-Park Forest, again argued for use of a 
half-cent sales tax to finance the plan. 


WALKER, WHO vetoed Blair's mass 


transit bill this week, unveiled, for the 
first time, his program to' relieve the 
" c r I s 1 s-to-crlsls public transportation 
problem in the Chicago metropolitan 
area." The plan, explained at a press 
conference by Sec. of Transportation 
Langhornc Bond, followed a suburban 
scries of hearings that showed "the 
people not only recognize the need for an 
area-wide transportation system, but 
that they mandate it." 


"There should be a substantial Im- 


provement'in service for both the city 
and suburban areas in and outside Cook 
County," Bond said. "At a minimum, 
that would Include free transfers and a 


reduction in fares to 25 cents in the off- 
peak hours of the CTA. 


"Commuter service to the suburbs 


shall be provided at least at hourly inter- 
vals throughout the day. And, there 
should be bus service that will provide 
double transportation in and among the 
suburbs," Bond said. 


Financing and representation on a pro- 


posed mass transit board were key dis- 
agreement issues between Walker and 
legislators at the summit meeting in the 
Bismarck Hotel. 


Walker's plan calls for a nine-man 


transit board. Four board members 
would be elected In the City of Chicago. 
Two would be elected from suburban 


Onk County. Two would be elected in 
outlying suburbs. The ninth member 
would be appointed by elected board 
members and would serve as chairman.

"should not specify particular taxes," 
Walker's plan stated. The board could 
impose motor vehicle taxes. Other taxes, 
except Income and real estates, could be 
levied only after a referendum. 


Additional funding would come from a 


stlll-unapprovcd state lottery. Lottery 
receipts from the six-county area would 
produce $60 million for the RTA, Walker 
said. 


Bond labeled more than $1.1 billion in 


Crosstown Expressway funds "a golden 


opportunity for very large amounts of 
capital funds for new service and new 
equipment." The funds could be released 
for the mass transit' system if Mayor 
Richard Daley approves. 


Daley suggested a compromise method 


of naming board members that drew 
support from Walker. 


The Chicago mayor called for appoint- 


ment of board members, but approval of 
tax levies by county boards in the RTA. 


Walker told Daley, Blair, Sen. Cecil 


Partee, Rep. Clyde Clioatc and county 
board president George Dunne that the 
vetoed Blair bill is a "problem in our 
approach to government" Blair pro- 


posed an appointed board authorized to 
levy taxes. 


"If an appointed board were created, it 


would be the~first time in the history of^ 
the state that a governmental unit was 
given power to levy taxes without elect- 
Ion of governing officials, referendum on 
Its creation and a referendum on the tax- 
es imposed," Walker's plan stated. 


WALKER ESTIMATED that first-year 


cost of the RTA would be $148 million. 
More than $90 million would go to the 
CTA, about $18.4 would be for commuter 
railroads and $3 million would go to sub- 
urban bus lines.

on all trees and shrubs purchased this 
fall. Residents must provide Identi- 
fication In order to qualify for the dis- 
count. 


"We arc asking that each property 


owner plant at least one flowering tree 
or shrub this fall," Mrs. Davis said. "It 
you want them to bloom in the spring, 
you have to plant In the fall." She said 
residents might also consider planting 
trees or shrubs that will provide food for 
area birds. 


The committee is also developing a pi- 


lot program to test various types of 
ground cover for village parkways. Mrs. 
Davis said the program will be designed 
"to see what will survive the winter salt- 
ing of the streets and require no mainte- 
nance." 


THE PILOT PROGRAM will be limit- 


ed to Isolated areas of the village. "It 
won't bo very big," Mrs. Davis said. "If 
it works out, we'll do the whole village." 


In past years, village officials have 


found it difficult to maintain parkways 
because winter salting has killed the 
grass planted there. 


Members of the committee are also 


planning to promote Christmas decora- 
tions In Wheeling. "We hope to offer best 
decorating awards at Christmas, setting 
a theme this year for an old fashioned 
Christmas in Wheeling," Mrs. Davis 
said. 


As part of the Christmas project, the 


committee Is also planning to make large 
red bows to decorate street signs 
throughout the village. "We're going to 
be limited as to how much help we have 
to make these," Mrs. Davis said. "If 
there Is any time left over, we were

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Planners OK warehouse, tennis club

Plans for two major developments on 


S. Wheeling Road have received the ap- 
proval of the Wheeling Zoning Board of 
Appeals. 


The Enterprise Paint Manufacturing 


Co., 1020 S. Wheeling Rd., Is seeking a 
variation from the building codes to al- 
low enlarged warehouse and manufac- 
turing space In its proposed plant. Repre- 
sentatives of the firm said the space was 
needed to house an elaborate distribution 
system. 


Members of the zoning board ex- 


pressed concern that the large area of 
open space would be a fire hazard. Com- 
pany representatives, however, assured 
the board that no flammable materials 
were Involved In their operation. The 
company plans to manufacture and dis- 
tribute water-base paints packaged for 
consumer use. 


ACCORDING TO testimony, Enter- 


prise plans to provide a sprinkling sys- 
tem to compensate for not flreproofing 
the steel structure building. Thus com- 
pany representatives said it would not be 
necessary to provide firewalls at the In- 
tervals specified in the National Building 
Code. 


Zoning board member Neil Brant said 


that In order to protect the village, the 
zoning variation should be granted only 
to Enterprise for their water-base paint 
operation. 


Brant also said he was concerned that 


dust from the paint pigment might be- 
come bothersome to residential housing 
projects In the area. Company represen- 
tatives, however, assured the board that 
dust collectors would be used in the 
plant. They further testified that there 
would be no fumes or pollution dis- 
charges coming from the proposed plant.

The paint plant will house offices, man- 


ufacturing, distribution and shipping op- 
erations for the firm. It is estimated to 
employ between 150 and 200 persons. 


THE ZONING BOARD also recom- 


mended approval for the LaCancha Rac- 
quet and Swim Club, 122S S. Wheeling 
Rd. Developers of the club are seeking a 
special use permit to operate private rec- 
reational facilities under the 1-3 Industri- 
al zoning. 


Charles Llnd, one of the developers, 


said the club would Include indoor and 
outdoor tennis courts, handball and ra- 
quetball courts, swimming pool, sauna, 
whirlpool, restaurant and bar. 


Members of the zoning board ques- 


tioned the need for a liquor license at the 
club, saying they were not sure how it 
would affect the operation of the facility. 


Lind, however, said the liquor license 


would be requested merely to provide an 
added convlence for the club mem- 
bers. "We will have basically a tennis, 
raquetball and swim operation," he said. 


"We'don't want to have a saloon. It's a 
sports oriented operation, and it's there 
for the amenity of our members." 


IN ADDITION TO its other uses, Lind 


said the club would also be available to 
members for weddings, receptions and 
parties. 


Membership in the club will be re- 


stricted to 750, according to Lind. "We 
don't want it to be so overcrowded that It 
becomes a subway," he said. "We are 
going to limit the membership to 750 in- 
itially and see what happens." 


Initiation fees for club membership 


will begin at $300 for a single person and 
go up to $1,500 for a corporate member- 
ship. In addition, members will pay 
monthly dues of $23, and indoor tennis 
court time will cost $8 an hour. 


Plans for the building are still tenta- 


tive, according to Llnd. The club is pro- 
posed for IS acres just south of the aban- 
doned Tara Village apartment project. 


Both projects will go before the village 


board for final review. 


Seymour's keeper off 
the hook? Drop charges 


The charge against the keeper of Sey- 


mour the snake, who recently sent the 
village on a three-day snake hunt, has 
been dropped, thus creating doubt wheth- 
er the village will be able to recover the 
cost of the search. 


Buffalo Grove police said, yesterday 


the disorderly conduct charge placed 
against David Pearson, 18, of 568 Maple 
Dr., was dropped because the Cook Coun- 
ty State's Attorneys office refused to 
prosecute because of insufficient evi- 
dence. 


Following the escape of Seymour, a 


harmless rat snake, originally believed 
to be a deadly Egyptian cobra, the vil- 
lage board passed a resolution to assess 
Pearson or his father, Harold, for the 
cost of the search. 


Last week the village sent a bill for 


$1,338 to the Pearson home to cover pa- 
trolmen's and firemen's salaries, equip- 
ment operating costs and the cost of ex- 
terminating the home. 


The resolution states if the Pearsons 


cannot or will not pay the bill, the village 
attorney should Initiate civil action In' the 
courts to recover the costs. 


PEARSON YESTERDAY said be bad 


not received the bill. He originally told 
The Herald he would not pay the bill, but 
yesterday declined comment on the ad- 
vice of his attorney. 


Earlier he said he would not pay the 


bill because when he contacted police 
three weeks prior'to the snake's escape, 
police told him keeping the snake was not 
illegal. He was keeping the snake for a 
friend. 


Buffalo Grove police said they did not 


tell Pearson to get rid of the snake be- 
cause they.were given "bad advice" 
from state officials who told them there 
was no law against keeping the reptile. 


VILLAGE PRES. Gary Armstrong 


said yesterday he is not sure what the 
village board will do, now that the 
c h a r g e against Pearson has been 
dropped. "The official position of the vil- 
lage board is that we will attempt to col- 
lect the money, but that could change. I 
don't know at this time," he said. 


The search for Seymour, still at large, 


was called off after a snake-expert from 
Brookfield Zoo said the skin apparently 
shed by him was not that of a cobra or 
any other poisonous snake.

One local has re- 
jected the contract, two locals have 
not yet voted and the results of the 
vote at another local have not yet 
been made public.

areas would be W million, the governor 
sold. The reduced-fare CTA plan would 
cost $20 million. 


Blnlr, who said after the meeting that 


he will attempt to override Walker's 
mass transit veto, charged that the 
"people In the suburbs would contribute 
a disproportionate" amount to the Walk- 
er plan. "It's very unfair." 


"People out in the suburbs drive their 


cars to the city and get the benefit," 
Walker said. 


WALKER. WHO did not attend two 


previous meetings with the legislators 
and Daley, called the summit "a good 
beginning." "Unless Blair persists in 
saying his way or no way, then we'll 
make progress ... if he is willing to 
compromise." 


The governor said his transit proposal 


could be considered during the fall legis- 
lative session as on amendment to the 
vetoed Blair bill. The legislature also win 
consider the lottery bill, which passed 
the House and is In a Senate committee, 
in October. 


Suburban Cook County mayors favor 


the Blair sales tax plan, Sen. Howard 
Mohr, R-Park Forest,, told Walker. An 
RTA plan "looks very dim In my eyes 
until your team (Walker's) and the 
House and the Senate get together."

President Richard Nixon Wednesday 


made dramatic proposals to pump $5.5 
million into the'sagging, money-starved 
housing industry, and; asked Congress to 
enact long term proposals aimed at put- 
ting thousands more Americans, espe- 
cially the young, into their own homes. 


The President'also unveiled his cash 


allowance program aimed at helping the 
elderly and poor to buy or rent homes In 
neighborhoods of .their own choice. 


But the cash allowance program still 


needs a lot of study, according to Secre- 
tary of Housing and Urban Development 
James T. Lynn who said the program 
could cost as much as ill billion a year. 


On the beleagured housing front, the 


President said he would take immediate 
action. Nixon said he was taking Imme- 
diate administrative steps and proposing 
legislation "to help alleviate the imme- 
diate housing credit problem, and second 
to Improve for the longer term the sup- 
ply of housing credit." 


B e g i n n i n g "almost immediately" 


would be an attempt to attract $3 billion 
In private funds Into Investment in FHA 
insured mortgages. 


The program would also permit home 


buyers to pay present interest rates of up 
to 8.5 per cent in their communities 
while the government provides a subsidy 
to give lenders a higher return on their 
money. In Illinois, for example, where 
the present celling on home interest 
rates of B per cent limits equitable return 
on Investments in the mortgage market, 


federal government subsidies could draw 
local money back into the housing mar- 
ket. 


Nixon's other proposals would require 


Congressional action. Including: 


—Tax credits of 3.5 per cent to lenders 


who invest in home mortgages. 


—Authorization for flexible home mort- 


gage payment plans. These plans, aimed 
at the young homebuyer, would allow 
home payments to be less in the early . 
years of the mortgages and higher in la- 
ter years when the homeowner's earning 
power is higher. 


—Increase the $33,000 ceiling on mort- 


gages insured by the Federal Housing 
Administration and the VA'. 


—Allow Interest rates on mortgages in- 


sured by FHA and VA to rise with the 
market in order to avoid payment of 
"points." A "point" is a one-time inter- 
est charge assessed against the seller 
when the home is sold. The "point" cost 
Is usually tacked onto the cost of the 
house causing the price of homes to rise 
artificially. A nine point charge on a 
$30,000 home would be $2,700 — and the 
house would probably sell for $33,000. 


The long-range Nixon plan also Includ- 


ed the possibility of exchanging the cur- 
rent system of federal housing subsidies 
for the poor with cash payments. 


The President said this would attack 


the basic problem hi housing, adding that 


it would give the poor "freedom and re- 
sponsibility to make their own choices 
about bowing and would eventually get 
the federal government out of the hous- 
ing business." 


Nevertheless, the main impact of the 


President's housing statement was In- 
tended for the nation's tight-lidded hous- 
ing and mortgage industries. 


Immediate reaction to the plan was fa- 


vorable but cautious from housing in- 
dustry experts. Attraction of $5.5 billion 
to the mortgage market — $2.5 billion for 
savings and loans and $3 billion for new 
home construction — is expected to give 
new life to a housing and mortgage in- 
dustry reduced to a very low lem. 


$540 million more for education 
promised by Nixon administration 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The adminis- 


tration told Congress Wednesday it would 
spend $540 million more on elementary 
and high school education next fall in re- 
turn for some form of education revenue 
sharing which consolidates categorical 
grants for needy, handicapped and other 
children. 


"In addition, we would seek appropria- 


tions to forward fund the elementary and 
secondary education programs affected, 
at a level $540 million higher than we 
originally proposed for the fiscal year 
. 1974," the Department of Health Educa- 
tion and Welfare said in a letter to Chair- 
man Carl D. Perkins, D-Ky., of the 
House education committee. 


The administration, originally .re- 


quested $2.8 billion for 30 grant programs 
which it wanted to consolidate. HowevJr, 
it actually spent $3.2 billion on the same 
programs during fiscal 1972, so the net 
funding" increase would be 'about $150 
million. 


"Forward funding" is of vital Impor- 


tance to local school districts which 
would for the first time, know during a 
school year how much federal aid to ex- 
pect next year. Appropriations for the up- 
coming year are often incomplete when 
schools close for the summer, with 
school superintendents uncertain wheth- 
er to fire people, hire people or halt 
programs. 


Sidney P. Mnrland, HEW assistant sec- 


retary for education, told reporters that 
the half billion dollar promise was a 
White House guarantee to spend the 
money. He said the promise would not be 
withdrawn either because of a presiden- 
tial veto of an HEW money bill, which 
Includes school funds, or by Impounding 
or withholding as tho administration did 
with $700 million in school aid last year. 


IN OTHER SCHOOL finance devel- 


opments Wednesday, the Senate Agricul- 
ture Committee approved a bill to au- 
thorize an additional $129.5 million a 
year In federal subsidies to help hold 
down the rising cost of school lunches. 


The measure, opposed by the adminis- 


tration, is similar to a bill which recently 
passed the House. Senate aides predicted 
efforts may be made on the Senate floor 
to boost the subsidy Increase above the 
level approved by the House and the Sen- 
ate committee. 


Under the committee measure, federal 


cash contributions to regular school 
lunches would rise from tho current 8 
cents per meal to a new rate of 10 cents 
per meal. 


Backers of the measure said earlier 


surveys showed up to 800,000 children 


might quit eating school lunches this 
year because of price Increases forced 
by rising food costs. 


MEANWHILE, AGRICULTURE Secre- 


tary Earl L. Butz told critics Wednesday 
an administration decision to cut this 
year's special school milk subsidies from 


$97 million to $25 million was completely 
within the law. 


Butz defended the cut in a letter to 


Sen. William Proxmire, D-Wis., who 
complained recently that the action was 
illegal. 


He also noted that the number of half 


pints of milk to be served to school chil- 
dren under other subsidy programs will 
be Increased, but conceded that the over- 
all total of subsidized milk to be served 
in the schools this year will decline 18 
per cent because of the special subsidy 
cutback.

Pocketbook issues dominated the news 


from Washington Wednesday: 


• President Nixon chalked up his sec- 


ond veto victory in a week and his sixth 
of the year when the House failed by 23 
votes to override his rejection of a bill to 
raise the minimum wage. 


• The Cost of Living Council an- 


nounced It would not allow any auto in- 
dustry price increases until current labor 
bargaining Is completed. 


• The Senate voted to Impose for the 


first time a limit on how much corpo- 
rations can. deduct from taxes to pay ex- 
ecutives' pensions. 
• 


• A two-term House member said pub- 


lic financing of federal elections could 
give Incumbents an unfair advantage 
and cripple voter confidence in the 
American political system. 


The House voted 259 to 164 to override 


the minimum wage measure, far short of 
the needed two-thirds majority of those 
voting. The House failed by only five 
votes a week ago to override Nixon's 
veto of a medical services bill. 


The bill would have raised the $1.60 an 


hour minimum wage to $2 on Nov. 1 aUd 
$2.20 on July 1, 1974 as well as brought 
some 7 million additional workers under 
protection of the law. 


The White House Issued a statement 


commending the House for its "respon- 
sible action" as AFL-CIO President 
George Meany was saying "This Is a sad 
day for America's working poor." 


THE COST OF Living Council an- 


nouncement came as It temporarily froze 
a new attempt by Chrysler Corp. to boost 
prices on its 1974 cars and trucks by 
nearly $73 per vehicle. 


CLC Director John T. Dunlop, said:' 


"The council is delaying consideration of 
any further price Increases until the cur- 
rent round of wage negotiations has been 
completed and the companies submit a 
general economic case." 


' D u n l o p indicated that Chrysler's 


request for a price hike, the first to be 


submitted, would be held up until Gener- 
al Motors, Ford and American Motors 
submit expected price boost plans; 


THE SENATE'S executive pension pro- 


posal would permit tax deductions large 
enough to finance executive pensions of 
up to $75,000 a year, far less than the 
$200,000 corporations frequently award 
their top people in retirement. 


Settlement of that issue helped clear 


the way for passage of a bill to protect 
the pensions of nearly half the nation's 
civilian work force — the 38 million 
Americans enrolled under 20,000 com- 
pany or union-operated pension plans. 


The bill also would offer tax advan- 


tages to induce workers not covered by 
pension plans and the self-employed to 
invest some of their earnings toward re- 
tirement 


House leaders said they give top prior- 


ity to House consideration of a similar 
bill. 


REP. BILL FRENZEL. R-Minn., lone 


critic of the campaign finance proposal 
in two days of hearings by a Senate sub- 
committee, cautioned that under most 
public financing systems "challengers 
are at the mercy of incumbents" since 
they are less well known. 


Frenzel voiced his warning as a parade 


of senators and representatives of citi- 
zens' groups testified in strong support 
for a number of diverse plans undar 
which private contributions would be 
limited or forbidden and replaced or sup- 
plemented by taxpayer money. 


In contrast, Chairman John Gardner of 


the citizen's lobby Common Cause testi- 
fied in support of a plan to provide public 
funds and a limited number of small pri- 
vate contributions. 


Ford used insurance 
funds illegally: swindler

A convicted securities swindler told a 


Senate subcommittee Wednesday that 
Ford Motor Co. shifted Insurance pre- 
• mlum payments into a special fund for 
use by company executives In Bermuda. 


Philip M. Wilson — who said he oper- 


ated a worldwide Insurance scheme of 
his own — told the permanent in- 
vestigations subcommittee "It is my un- 
derstanding the money is made available 
to Ford executives when they come to 
Bermuda- through the Trans-Global In- 
surance Co.," a Ford subsidiary. 


Wilson said insurance premiums are 


"not taxed like other things" and that 
the company can take advantage of tax 
free accounts in Bermuda. 


Wilson, 36, was convicted of mail fraud 


hi connection with an operation he 
created that involved phony insurance 
policies sold from Mongolia to Moscow. 
He said that Allied Chemical in New 
York also wrote their Insurance through 


a brokerage firm in New York where 
"overpayments were involved." 


WILSON SAID Ford and Allied Chem- 


ical were only two of a long list of 
firms that were deliberately making 
overpayments on their insurance pre- 
miums. He said he would supply a list of 
the firms to the subcommittee which he 
has already given to the Justice Depart- 
ment. 


The subcommittee.is holding hearings 


on the role of organized crime in the 
securities industry. 


From his home near Lisbon, Portugal, 


Elliott Roosevelt replied to testimony 
Tuesday by convicted securities rack- 
eteer Louis P. MastHana who told the 
committee that Roosevelt and an under- 
world figure offered him $100,000 to as- 
sasslnate Bahamas Gov. Lynden 0. 
Pindllng. 
. "The story is a complete cock-and-bull 
lie from beginning to end," said the son 
of the late President Franklin D. Roose- 
velt.

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A tough week crops up for Harper College boss 


Life these days has gotten pretty tough 


for Robert Land, president of Harper 
College. 


In the short apace of a week, the gov- 


ernor vetoed a special appropriation bill 
which would have given the college the 
money to build a new flcldnouso and 
Robert Powell, president of the Harper 
faculty senate, charged the adminis- 
tration, and by Implication Lahtl, with 
being "monolithic" and "undemocratic." 


Weeks like that, nobody should have. 
Even so, Lahtl's response to the two 


events may well point toward some of 
the reasons he had a week like that. 


First, at the meeting of the board of 


trustee* Thursday, Lahtl launched a 
veiled, but not too veiled, attack on the 
staffs of the Illinois Junior College Board 
(UCD) and the Illinois Board of Higher 
Education who, at least In the minds of 
many Harper officials, seem to have 
knifed Harper In the back on tho special 
appropriation. 


Tho special appropriation, as you'll re- 


call, was pushed through the legislature 
during tho lost weeks in Juno after Har- 
per's old flcldhouse burned down. In get- 
ting tho legislature to pass tho bill, Har- 
per bypassed 
tho normal channels 


through tho IJCB and board of higher 
education that are required to get money 
for buildings. 


HIE REASONING for bypassing the 


two boards, and It seems pretty justified, 
was that tho fioldhouse situation was an 
emergency. 


Tho governor, however, vetoed tho leg- 


Nation - nnd Lahtl told tho board, "I 
think tho governor's decision was not 
based only on his own opinion. I think he 
was offered advice by at least one agen- 
cy, and perhaps two, who never reviewed 
the question." 


Tho two agencies, of course, were tho 


IJCB and the higher board, who, Lahtl 
went on, "seem to have forgotten that 
their job Is to work for students." In- 
stead, ho said Iho staffs of tho two 
boards "seemed more concerned that wo 
were out of channels." 


Tho point Is well taken — Harper 


doubtless made few friends at the two 
state boards In question by proving that 
It could get overwhelming approval for a 
special appropriation when tho rest of 
the state system of higher education is 
scratching for every penny It can get. 


YET THE FACT that Harper officials, 


particularly LahtJ, were good hustlers 
(in a non-derogatory sense) should not be 
an excuse for tho state officials to Ignore 
the merits of Harper's case — and If 
they did, as Lahtl believes, they deserve 
plenty of criticism. 


The only problem Is that, shortly after 


making that rather Impassioned state- 
ment on (ho real job of the two state 
boards, Lahtl turned around and pulled 
rank on someone who was out of chan- 
nels In almost precisely the same way. 


In short, he pulled rank on Robert 


Powell, tho faculty senate president who 
criticized tho college administration and 


education program In a speech to the 
faculty. 


At the end of the meeting Powell told 


the board he was concerned because 
there had been no mention of the charges 
and said the faculty senate and board 
"ought to get together and talk about it 
soon." 


BOARD PRES. Jessalyn Nicklas made 


a relatively inane reply to the effect that 
Harper enjoys a good reputation In the 
community — but that isn't surprising, 
since In moment of stress, Mrs. Nicklas' 
comments frequently go so far in duck- 
ing on Issue that their connection to real- 
ity Is remote. 


But Lahtl also got his say in. Sounding 


stern, he told Powell, "You know the 
procedure for getting on the agenda and 
you haven't followed H. These things are 
done through procedures, not by in- 
nuendo." 
' That statement doesn't fit well with 
Lahti's' earlier discussion of the irre- 
sponsibility of the two state boards. Pow- 
ell, you see, went outside of channels in 
making his speech to the faculty, (al- 
though he did not know the press was 
present until he finished his speech.) 
Lahti was Irritated by this - but, as he 
pointed out earlier in the meeting, the 
real job is education. The job Is not stay- 
ing within channels. 


I suspect that until Bob Lahti starts 


behaving toward his staff the way he ex- 
pects the two state boards to behave to- 
ward him, he's going to have more bad 
weeks. 


After all, Powell says he's concerned 


about education, just as Lahtl was when 
he got that special appropriation passed. 


When that's the concern, who cares 


about channels?

Strike at Chrysler plant: 
at least until Saturday

The strike against Chrysler Corp. will 


not be settled until at least Saturday, ac- 
cording to United Auto Workers (UAW) 
picketing o local plant. 


About 120 members of Local 1178 are 


striking the Chrysler regional office at 
2200 S. Bussc Rd., Elk Grove Village. 


Workers said the national contract will 


not bo submitted to local unions for rati- 
fication until Saturday. Even if the na- 
tional contract Is approved, local unions 
can still remain on strike against local 
plants. 


The members of Local 1178 said they 


had grievances against tho Elk Grove 
Village plant which are not part of the 
national contract. They would not say if 
the local would go back to work when the 
national contract was approved. 


Grievances Included mandatory over- 


time, promotion within tho plant and 
working conditions. 


Chrysler officials at the Elk Grove Vil- 


lage and in the Michigan headquarters 
plant refused to comment on the strike. 


THE NATIONAL contract, tentatively 


agreed upon by Chrysler and the UAW, 
calls far no more than ono hour per day 
and no more than six days per week of 
m a n d a t o r y overtime. Prior to the 
agreement, workers said they were 
forced to work overtime whenever or- 
dered to do so by the company. Refusal 
to work would be cause for firing, ac- 
cording to the workers. 


The new contract, If ratified, would set 


a limit of nine hours per day, six days a 
week, a total of 54 hours per week, an 
employe would have to work without the 
opportunity of refusing overtime. 


Members of Local 1178, however, said 


they wcro opposed to tho overtime agree-

Zimmerman's, n large liquor retailer In 
Chicago, one of two test markets for the 
new product, keeps It on the Scotch shelf. 
And Tom Murphy, executive director of 
tho Illinois Liquor Control Commission, 
admits: "I don't know what It Is." 


The label on the product isn't much 


help. It describes Clan Dew as a "spe- 
cialty blend of British wine and malt 
Scotch whiskey." It has a 17 per cent 
alcohol content. 


IF THE PRODUCT Is considered a 


wine, It will be available to the newly 
enfranchised drinkers. If It's a Scotch, It 
will go Into tho glosses of only tho 21- 
and-up set. 


Murphy soys It will be up to local li- 


quor commissioners — In tho Northwest 


suburbs, this means tho mayors and vil- 
lage presidents — to determine just what 
Clan Dew Is. 


Murphy himself hasn't tried It, but 


Mrs. Salita, of Smirnoff, who generally 
finds Scotches too dry for her taste, likes 
It. "It's lovely served In a wine glass 
with an Ice cube," she said.

warehouse workers, packers and ship- 
pers in the Elk Grove Village plant. 


THE SERVICE technician school and 


the regional sales office portions of the 
building are not affected by the strike. 


The strikers said they wanted working 


conditions Improved in the plant. They 
said in the summer, temperatures reach 
100 degrees in the warehouse which is 
not air-conditioned and In the winter, 
when loading dock doors are opened, the 
workers have to wear heavy coats to stay 
warm. 


Workers said they wanted to be given 


notice when openings were available for 
office jobs and other promotions In the 
plant. They are also opposed to suddenly 
placing restrictive requirements for pro- 
motion, such as requiring a college de- 
gree, to prevent workers from advancing 
to office Job?. 


Current pay scale for local 1178 totals 


$4.75 per hour, including a cost of living 
raise. The workers expect to receive 
$5.10 to $5.15 per hour when the strike is 
settled. 


They said the pay hike In the new con- 


tract was lower than they wanted, but 
the federal limits on pay raises pre- 
vented a greater Increase. 


UAW UNION MEMBERS are picketing the Chrysler re- 
gional office at 2200 S. Buise Rd., Elk Grove Village. 
The strike will not be settled until Saturday, at the 


earliest, but members of local 1178 said the strike could 
last longer because of specific grievances against the 
plant not covered in national negotiations.

"We spent a lot of time down there 


(talking with Mount Prospect)," Glillgan 
said, adding it was not until last week's 
judiciary committee meeting that dis- 
agreement over Rob Roy first came up. 
The 180-acre golf course on Euclid Ave- 
nue is the subject of an annexation peti- 
tion before Mount Prospect. 


Glillgan also appeared upset because 


the Mount Prospect board also ques- 
tioned PHIA plans to Incorporate part of 
Palwaukee Airport. He said airport own- 
er Gcorgo Prlester is not against the 
plan and further questioned Mount Pros- 
pect's concern. 
• 


LAST WEEK Gov. Daniel Walker 


signed a bill which permits areas such as 
Prospect Heights to incorporate without 
the consent of neighboring municipal- 
ities. Those municipalities con still file 
objections, which will then bo ruled on 
by the courts. 


An Incorporation petition will have to 


be drawn up for presentation In court. 
Glillgan said it probably will not be 
ready until November. "Meanwhile," he 
said, "We will try to work out something 
with the villages." That something won't 
hurt Prospect Heights residents though. 


Wheeling officials are expected to ob- 


ject to incorporation because of the plans 
to include part of Palwaukee Airport in 
Prospect Heights. Wheeling has objected 
to post incorporation efforts, .as has Ar- 
lington Heights. Arlington officials have 
said they will object again if the PHIA 
insists on including Waterman Avenue in 
Prospect Heights. 


Omni-House has no plans to purchase the 
residence. 


"The idea of buying just isn't in the 


picture nt this point," he said. 


The present Omni-House facility will 


be closed if the agency moves to the Wolf 
Road location. Wells said Omni-House is 
still looking into the possibility of open- 
ing branches of the agency in Buffalo 
Grove or Lake County.

projects for the spring. For example, the 
committee is asking that the village re- 
vise its weed control ordinance by rais- 
ing the fine for failing to cut weeds. 


Mrs. Davis said the most common 


complaint of village residents is about 
high weeds and overloaded trash cans. 
The committee will also ask the village 
for tighter enforcement of the weed ordi- 
nance by creating a regular schedule of 
inspections, concentrating on the large 
areas of vacant village land. 


The committee has asked the village 


for a piece of land to establish a tree 
farm. Mrs. Davis said the tree farm 
would be used to "start seedlings to be 
used at a later date throughout the vil- 
lage." One possible site for this tree 
farm is the defunct sewage treatment 
plant on Nancy Lane, which is being pur- 
chased by the village. 


TO ENCOURAGE businessmen to im- 


prove their property, the committee is 
hoping to initiate awards for businesses 
that have made outstanding efforts to 
Improve or maintain their property. 


The committee is also seeking funds to 


buy flower baskets and flags to hang 
along the utility poles on the major vil- 
lage streets. 


Members of the village board reviewed 


the proposed beautificatlon projects with 
the committee Tuesday, and expressed 
enthusiasm for their ideas. Mrs. Davis 
said she is now counting on the village 
board to support the programs.

If 
he had, South would have made exactly 
three no-trump against a spade opening 
and either five or aix no-trump against 
any other lead depending on whether or 
not East got to cash his ace of spades. 


West opened his singleton diamond. 


East didn't have much hope of defeating 
five clubs but he did note one chance. If 
West held ace and another club and 
would lead a spade when West would get 
to ruff a diamond. Therefore, East 
played his 10 under dummy's jack. 


Things worked out just as East had 


hoped. West did win the first trump 
trick; did lead a spade In response to the 
suit preference signal and did ruff the 
second diamond. 


This hand Illustrates something we 


have pointed out In the last couple of ar- 
ticles. It b easy to recognize a suit pref- 
erence signal when the signal is given 
with a high card to call for a lead of the 
higher off suit. It la downright difficult to 
be sure that a low card calls for the play 
of a low side suit.

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The Doctor Says...by Dr. Lawrence Lamb 


Can you live \vithout your pancreas? 


When U the pancreas located? Is It 


behind the stomach or more la the center 
with the gall bladder located on one end 
of It? Also, If the pancreas becomes dlt- 
eaied, as with cancer, can It be removed 
and anyone still be able to live without 
the pancreas by taking medicine? 


I had someone tell me that you can't 


live without the pancreas, and It some- 
times becomes affected by the gall blad- 
der U you wait too long to have the gall 
bladder removed. 


Let's start with the stomach. The stom- 


ach lies at the upper part of the abdomen 
Just at the edge of the ribs at the left 
hand sldo of the abdomen. The stomach 
empties Into the first part of the small 
Intestine (duodenum) at the region Just 
beneath the Up of the breastbone. 


The beginning of the small Intestine at 


the outlet of the stomach forms a 
U-shnpod loop called the duodenum. This 
Initial part of the small Intestine Is liter- 
ally next to the spine. The head, or first 
part, of the pancreas fits Into this loop of 
the duodenum. And the tall of the pan- 
creas then extends toward the left side 
against the bock. Thus, the pancreas 
rests Just underneath and behind the 
stomach. If It ls diseased It often causes 
pain In the back (I hasten to add there 
oro Innumerable other causes of back 
pain). 


The pancreas has two main functions. 


It produces pancreatic Juice, which 
drains through one duct Into an opening 
In the wall of the duodenum. Pancreatic 
Juice contains a lot of enzymes, some of 
which ore used to break down dietary fat 
and starch so they can be absorbed. At 
the p o i n t where the pancreatic 


duct empties into the duodenum it is 
Joined with the bile duct from the gall 
bladder and liver. 


THE LIVER, as you know, is on the 


right side of the abdomen and the gall 
bladder rests underneath the liver. If a 
stone passes down the bile duct it be- 
comes lodged at the opening into the in- 
testine, and Its pressure obstructs the 
outflow of the pancreatic duct This may 
cause inflammation of the pancreas. This 
is the basis for the story that if you don't 
do something about gall bladder disease 
It can affect the pancreas. Obviously, 
you can have gall stones and as long as 
they are not lodged in the bile duct and 
do not obstruct the pancreatic duct, they 
don't damage the pancreas. Should a 
stone become lodged, it can be removed 
surgically. 


The pancreas has small areas of spe- 


cialized tissues called the islet of Langer- 
hnns, which produce insulin. The insulin 


is necessary to enable the cells to use 
glucose (the energy sugar). 


Yes, you can live without a pancreas. 


One of the basic physiological laboratory 
experiments is to make a dog diabetic by 
removing the pancreas. This removes 
the source of Insulin. The dog is kept 
alive by administering insulin for long 
periods of time thereafter. By medicines 
and Insulin It's possible to support a per- 
son Indefinitely who has no pancreas. 
Patients who have cancer of the pan- 
creas often don't survive too long be- 
cause the cancer may have spread to 
other areas and Is not easily controlled. 
Cancer or tumor of the pancreas can 
also* block off the bile duct and cause 
yellow Jaundice by obstructing normal 
bile flow.

Now, thanks to the efficient wis- 


dom of Congress and President 
Richard Nixon, Bears' fans, for the 
rest of the season, can watch prob- 
ably all of the Bears' games — 
home AND away— In the security 
and comfort of the living room.

Cynics like Pete Rozelle, presi- 


dent of the National Football 
League, have argued that the con- 
sequences for football will be 
worse than those which resulted 
from the Tonkin resolution. 


They argued that ticket-holders 


won't go to the games, tmt instead 
will remain at home and watch the 
games on TV. The result will be 


Touchdown! 


the games will be sold out (as they 
must be three days before the 
scheduled telecast), but the au- 
dience will drop. Indeed, on Sun- 
day an average of 4,000 ticket-hold- 
ers didn't show up to watch home- 
telecast football games. 


But Rozelle represents the own- 


ers who will and should profit from 
crowded stadiums. However, the 
three-day sell-out period, we feel, 
should meet even his objections; 
the owners are going to have their 
money, whether the ticket-holders 
show up or not. 


In short, you and I are the win- 


ners. We've gained access, from 
our easy chair, to possibly every 
home and away game the Bears 
play. It is indeed a triumph for the 
little guy. 


Think about it. Unless some tick- 


ets remain unsold, we can count on 
watching, live from Soldier Field, 
Douglas nailed for a five yard loss, 
a Percival kick blocked by the op- 
position or one of those tricky 
faked punts which sometimes work 
and sometimes don't. 


In other words, we can count on 


14 Bears games and we deeply and 
sincerely hope that every Sunday 
will be the exact opposite of what 
happened LAST Sunday in Soldier 
Field.

WASHINGTON - The airline industry, 


long proud of its safety record, is being 
pressured to do more to smother a poten- 
tially deadly threat to the passenger who 
survives a crash. 


The threat Is smoke, the thick, poi- 


sonous smoke which can fill a shattered 
airline cabin in the moments immediate- 
ly following a fiery crash. 


Investigations by the National Trans- 


portation Safety Board of several recent 
airline crashes snow that some of the 
passengers survived the Impact, but died 
when they inhaled the smoke billowing 
through the cabin from burning seats, 
and plastic fittings. 


In the crash of two jetliners in Chicago 


in December, 1972, as many as 10 of the 
55 fatalities may have been caused by 
cyanide poisoning. 


Traces of cyanide found in the bodies 


of the victims could have come from 
cyanide vapors released in smoke as the 
fire burned the plastic and acrylic mate- 
rials in the cabin, investigators said. 


The smoke problem is not new, how- 


ever. Aviation experts have long known 
that passengers can survive air crashes 
only to die from smoke inhalation as 
they groped to find their way out of a 
smokefllled cabin, or lay trapped in the 
wreckage. 


Four years ago, the Federal Aviation 


Administration proposed setting smoke- 
emission standards for materials used in 
airline cabins, but took no final action. 


Last month, the Ralph Nader-backed 


A v i a t i o n Consumer Action Project 
(ACAP) urged the agency to end the de- 
lay and issue emergency regulations, 
claiming "needless deaths have been 
caused in this country and throughout 
the world because of this inaction." 


The Air Line Pilots Association has 


also termed the problem "one of the ma- 
jor hazards fadng the airline pilot" 


But solutions are not easily come by, 


safety experts agree. Part of the prob- 
lem Is economic — getting the cost of 
flame and smoke-resistant fabrics down 
to the point where they are economical- 
ly feasible for the airlines to invest in. 
One of the simplest solutions, but one 
with little support from the airline in- 
dustry, was to provide passengers with a 
plastic escape hood. 


In the event of a fire, the flame resis- 


tant hood would be worn over the head. 
It was designed to trap enough air to 
allow the passenger time to escape, but 
prevent him from inhaling smoke. The 
Industry argued that the hoods probably 


would not be used by passengers rushing 
to escape from a burning plane. 


But the National Aeronautics and 


Space Administration (NASA) may even- 
tually provide the needed solution. 


NASA Is attempting to apply space age 


fire-proofing techniques to the problem 
of airline interiors. Following a flash fire 
aboard an Apollo spaceship in 1967, 
NASA developed new flame resistant 
materials for spaceships. 


Using a hulk of a jetliner which 


crashed and burned last year, NASA has 
been testing the new materials at its 
Houston, Tex., space center. 


The final results of the tests have not 


been released, but officials are reported 
optimistic. (UPI)

Reviewing desegregation

WASHINGTON - With another school 


year started and more children than aver 
being bused to achieve desegregation, re- 
newed public and congressional debate 
hat been kindled over this controversial 
iUbJeCt. 


Much of the debate comes within a 


framework of public Ignorance and aca- 
demic ambiguity. 


Pollsters have frequently measured the 


public's opinions about busing. The U.S. 
Commission on Civil Right* has at- 
tempted to find out something else — 
now much knowledge lay behind opin- 
ion. 


Marvin Will of the commission says 


UM 35-page report on tbe survey repre- 
•enU "the most comprehensive poll yet 
conducted on explosive and sometimes 
complex busing issue." 


Both the knowledge and views of 2,008 


American adults were collected. Six true 
and fito questions were asked about im- 
portant aspects of the issue and then 
matched up with opinions about busing. 


Writing in The Civil Rights Digest, 


Wall §aid the poll showed 41 per cent of 
the public Is so poorly Informed that it 


missed all of the questions or got only 
one right. About the same ratio (42 per 
cent) got only two or three correct Only 
16 per cent "were well enough Informed 
to answer more than half the questions 
correctly." 


The questions dealt with the number of 


children being bused, educational Impact 
of desegregation, busing over school dis- 
trict lines, safety of busing as opposed to 
walking, costs of busing and whether the 
Supreme Court ordered busing "In spite 
of evidence" that it would harm a child's 
ability to learn. 


According to the survey, the public's 


worst score was on the question of the 
cost of busing: 


"By a whopping 6 to 1 margin, those 


answering thought that busing to de- 
segregate causes a jump of one fourth or 
more in a school district's budget." 


On a nationwide scale, tbe costs of all 


forms of pupil transportation was 3.5 per 
cent of school budgets for the* 1969-70 
school year. 


The best score came on the question of 


safety, in part because of people in rural 
areas with a long history of riding the 
yellow school bus knew that busing was • 
safer than walking. 


Thirty-five per cent of 'those inter- 


viewed recognized as false the assertion 
that white students' test scores had fall- 
en sharply in desegregated schools. "Al- 
though many white parents believe that 
desegregation adversely affects the scho- 
lastic achievement of their children, 
study after study has established that no 
such damage occurs," Wall said. 


Gary Orfield, scholar in residence at 


the commission, wrote In the same issue 
of the Digest that "the most basic prob- 
lem" with social science academic re- 
search on busing and education is "its 
narrow focus on the short-term impact of 
desegregation on cognitive achievement" 
for the black or minority pupil mtfrlng 
the desegregated learning situation. 


Noting that proponents of desegrega- 


tion hoped after the 1954 school desegre- 
gation decision that achievement differ- 
ences between black and white pupils 
would be ended, Orfield wrote: 


"We know now that substantial differ- 


ences remain between middle class white 
children and poor white, black, Chicane 
and Indian children, even when they 
learn in integrated class rooms. Tbe 
gaps in test scores remain large and 
serious." (UPI)

I would like to comment on the teach- 


er-student ratio at Harper College. As I 
entered last week as a freshman, I was 
surprised as well as disappointed at the 
size of the classes. There are 30 or 35 
students hi classes which, in my opinion, 
cannot be efficiently taught with more 
than 20. 


It is impossible for a teacher to per- 


ceive the thoughts and give accurate 
criticism on the work and progress of 90 
or 100 students (figuring that he or she 
has at least three classes). 


Furthermore, it is pretty remote to ex- 


pect a teacher to have to write complete 
and thorough critiques of term papers or 


reports of such a phenomenal number of 
students. The obvious end result: the 
quality of education goes down. , 


If enough people become aware of 


how the school is being run, I feel they 
will try to bring on reform and pressure 
the administration to allow funds for a 


sufficient teacher force. Running the In- 
stitution on the lowest possible cost is a 
very good thing, however, I feel it should 
not be at the cost of the students' educa- 
tion.

NEW YORK — Only a few years ago 


must business firms considered $2,500 too 
much to pay for a taping typewriter to 
eliminate tedious retyping. Now even 
small firms will pay $20,000 or more for 
cnthodo ray keyboard units to avoid re- 
typing. 


A legal firm with only three lawyers 


and one secretary can make an in- 
vestment pay, Dr. Stephen L. Kurtln, 
president of Lcxltron Corp. of Chat- 
sworth, Calif., said. Lcxltron makes an 
office cathode ray keyboard unit called 
the Vldeotype, which employs cassettes 
for storage instead of a central computer 
and consequently docs not have a lot of 
extra computer coding keys. 


This machine sells for $17,500 but Kur- 


tln says It pays, even for a small firm, if 
a substantial volume of manuscript and 
retyping work la Involved. It competes 
with the purely mechanical taping type- 
writer because in over-all operation, It Is 
nearly four times as fast and can display 
up to 7,000 characters of text on its cath- 
ode tube for editing and correcting. 


T1IK BIG TIME saving comes from 


tho ability of the machine to smooth-type 
tha corrected matter automatically and 
allow the operator to move ahead to typ- 
ing and then editing of new matter. 


With tho purely mechanical taping 


typewriter, tho secretory or typist nor- 
mally must sit Idle and wait for the ma- 
chine to smooth-typo the corrected copy. 
Also with the mechanical taping unit, It 
often Is easier to retype a whole page 
than to Insert corrections and this Is time 
consuming. 


Kurtln had some kind words for tho 


mechanical units. "Some of the systems 
cost only half as much as an additional 
secretary's salary for a year and will 
turn out twice as much typing work," he 
said. 


IN RECENT years, 
thousands of 


American offices employed huge bat- 
teries of typists who spent most of their 
time retyping letters, manuals and other 
documents, either on paper or on mim- 
eograph stencils. Many Jims still do 
this, but most business experts think 
automatic word processing with com- 
binations of cathode ray keyboard units, 
computers and taping typewriters will 
eventually take over the whole field. 


Kurtln said the sales of automatic 


word processing machines for business 
hit $250 million last year and could rise 
to $5 billion a year by 1980. 


The military, the airlines, the rail- 


roads, the stock brokerage business, the 
news wire services, banks and many oth- 
er industries use larger automatic word 
and data processing systems. 


These systems employ a central com- 


puter and rather elaborate cathode ray 
tube display and keyboard terminals. 
They have large storage capacities and 
are extremely flexible, making it pos- 
sible to edit and rewrite text rapidly, 
then transmit the corrected document 
automatically to many receiving points. 


KURTIN SAID cathode machines may 


play a much bigger role in business in 
the years to come. 


"Imagine how useful such machines 


could be in closing a merger or labor 
negotiations," he said. "Instead of hav- 
ing the lawyers and principals fly across 
tho country to meet face to face, with 
accompanying shorthand stenographers, 
they could do their negotiating by punch- 
ing out their proposals and comments 
on cathode ray keyboard units from their 
own offices. Once an agreement is 
reached, punch one button and, presto!, 
tho machine makes complete corrected 
copies for all concerned."

And even when supermarkets began 


packaging meat for self-service counters, 
they labeled the moat on the basis of 
primal cuts. 


But gradually, meat labels began to 


take on more and more fanciful names 
having nothing to do with the part of the 
animal the moat came from — which In 
turn indicates something about the quali- 
ty of the meat. 


NOT ONLY have shoppers had little 


Idea what they are getting (especially 
when they shop in an unfamiliar locale, 
where a whole different set of mean- 
ingless names are used), but this decep- 
tive labeling has enabled supermarkets 
to put an expensive-sounding name on a 
cheap cut of meat and up the price. 


Now, the National Livestock and Meat 


Board has announced plans to standard- 
ize some 1,000 names of beef, pork, veal 
and lamb, reducing them to 300.

Dear Dorothy: The house we're buying 


has a black spot on one of the hardwood 
floors. It's about four Inches in diameter 
and I'd guess was caused by a wet dia- 
per lying there too long. How can this be 
removed? 


-B.J.S. 


Your guess sounds right. Try the 


simple method first: No. 1 steel wool and 
a good commercial floor cleaner, follow- 
ing the directions. If the spot remains, 
there's an alternative — and difficult — 
method. 


It calls for a hot oxallc-tartaric acid 


bleach solution (one tablespoon of each 
in one cup of boiling water). It's poison. 
A glass or enamel container Li used to 
heat and reheat the solution, which has 
to be hot to be effective. It's left on for 30 
minutes to an hour, then blotted up. It Is 
rinsed with a solution of two tablespoons 
of baking soda In a quart of warm water 
to stop the bleaching action. This, too, Is 
blotted up, rinsed with clear water and 
clean cloth, then dried. If any of the 
stain remains the next day, the same op- 
eration Is called for. 


When this doesn't work, the area has 


to bo sanded or replaced. 


Almost needless to add, If you try the 


bleach, be sure to get rid of the poison.

It Isn't fair to compare stage plays 


with movies of the same title, though 
people continue to do so. 


And it might appear exceedingly diffi- 


cult for a community theater group to 
measure up to the likes of "Cabaret" 
that, led by Liza Mlnnelli, swept the '73 
Academy Awards. 


Yet Music on Stage at Rolling Mead- 


ows High School gives a powerful rendi- 
tion of the popular musical which further 
supports my thinking . . . movies and 
live theater do have their separate at- 
tributes. And both, though treating the 
same subject matter, can be equally en- 
joyed. 


"CABARET" IS NOT a happy-go- 


lucky, devil-may-care musical as It first 
purports to be with beginning rollicking 
and fun numbers performed at the Kit 
Kat Klub, the setting throughout most of 
the play. It's only a short respite until 
the stronger message prevails, the sensa- 
tion of decadence that overhung pre-war 
Germany, paving the way for the rise of 
Nazism. 


The music and lyrics, thought bright 


and colorful on first account, are actual- 


ly somber forebodings, that lend a bit 
more 'substance to the action on stage. 
MOS well interprets and conveys the 
disastrous consequences about to unfold. 


However, MOS's "Cabaret" also tends 


to 
become 
somewhat 
tedious par- 


ticularly in the first act, the longest. 
MOS couldn't keep the audience from 
yawning opening night... a combination 
of too warm an auditorium, lags In scene 
changes (made worse by a poorly de- 
signed backstage) and a late curtain.

Search for mental health 
Washington finds relief 
from heroin problems

"The word la out In the streets of D.C. 


The people are aware of our drug pro- 
gram and the use of heroin has declined 
dramatically," stated Dr. Mark Greene, 
psychiatrist with the U.S. Public Health 
Service Center for Disease Control. 


Dr. Green Is on epidemic Intelligence 


officer on special assignment In Wash- 
ington, D.C. where he is studying the 
epidemiology of drug abuse with the Nar- 
cotics Treatment Administration. 


"Over the past year in Washington," 


Dr. Greene explained, "there has been a 
lot of evidence to suggest that heroin use 
has been brought under control In our 
city. The number of users has declined 
and the number of heroin-related crimi- 
nal offenses has also dropped dramati- 
cally. 


"The drop each year since the peak 


year 1960 In the number of new users has 
coincided with a large scale multi-mod- 
ality treatment program and very ag- 
gressive law enforcement," Dr. Greene 
continued. "We treat the patients and 
their drug and medical problems con- 
fidentially and without Informing the po- 
lice. We don't hassle the people who 
come to see us. We help them kick the 
drug problem they want to get rid of. 
And wo don't charge any money." 


THE WASHINGTON. D.C. program 


sponsors both a mcthadone and mm- 
mcthadono procedure. The mcthadone 
program supplies heroin addicts with 
this legal drug substitute white the addict 
gets counseling and gradually gets off all 
drugs. The non-methadone program calls 
for complete drug abstinence and in- 
volves an tnpatlcnt detoxifying proce- 
dure. There are also supervised thera- 
peutic communities, half-way houses ami 
vocational rehabilitation for those people 
going off heroin. 


"Two-thirds of the people we see," Dr. 


Greene said, "come In to sec us volun- 
tarily. The other third comes In through 
the criminal justice system. We have a 
counseling and diagnostic center located 
In the D.C. Superior Court building. Our 
counselors take drug histories and urine 
samples of all people arrested and 
brought into that holding facility. When 
someone Is found to be a drug user it Is 
likely the judge will make enrollment In 
our treatment program a condition of 
their release pending trial for whatever 
crime they're charged with." 


According to Dr. Greene, another ma- 


jor reason the rate of new heroin users 
has dropped from 3,000 in 1960 to 400 In 
1072 has been the control of the heroin 
supply. This has been due to strict law 
enforcement procedures aimed at the 
distributor level. 


FINALLY, DR. GREEN talked about 


what he calls a prevailing "anti-heroin 
cultural attitude" which has been acting 
in Washington, D. C. to reinforce both 
reduced demand and supply of heroin. • 


"This is one of the most Interesting 


things that has developed but unfortu- 
nately by for the most difficult thing to 
document. We ore fairly convinced that 
heroin is 'out' whereas a few years ago 
the life of an addict was seen as an ex- 
citing adventure and the pusher was seen 
as a glamorous and successful business- 
man In the community. The addict is 
now looked down upon and the pusher Is 
seen as a parasite. Kids now have a first- 
hand awareness of the crippling effects 
of heroin use and they want to stay away 
from It." 


How can the success of Washington 


D.C.'s program be applied to other ma- 
jor cities throughout the country? "With 
a lot of money. It was a tremendous In- 
fusion of money and the manpower It 
could buy that enabled Washington to 
tackle its problem from the treatment 
and law enforcement points of view. It 
shows that If .people are willing to make . 
the commitment they can bring this kind 
of problem under control. It would take 
on awful lot of money to be done on a 
national basis but I think it could be done 
If society decided that's what they want 
to do.

He 
slated in Family Health that If you. do 
have a morning snack, "have a tuna fish 
sandwich or some other nutritional food, 
rather than nutrltionless, calorie-loaded 
doughnuts or pastries."

Here's a dessert with a tell-tale title: 


Sunklst Ice Box Cake. Although refrig- 
eration long ago replaced old fashioned 
Ice boxes, this dessert has withstood the 
test of time. 


It Is a three-generation favorite In the 


Harold LlIJa family of Arlington Heights. 
Marie Lllja acquired the recipe from her 
mother-in-law, who used It for years. It 
has been one of her husband's favorites 
since childhood days, and Is now popular 
with their children, Nancy, a sophomore 
at Whcaton College, and Gall a soph* 
omora at Prospect High. 


"Although a bit time-consuming, this 


dessert is easy to prepare," Marie said. 
Made In a spring form pan lined with 
lady fingers, It has a light-textured 
whipped cream and orange filling dotted 


with marshmallows and chopped or- 
anges. 


Necessity prompted Marie to concoct a 


casserole. She began by following a rec- 
ipe, but after discovering she did not 
have some of the ingredients on hand she 
made substitutions. The result was so 
successful that Marie has been making 
the dish this way ever since. 


It Is a combination of chicken and 


macaroni baked in a rich sauce dotted 
with plmientos, which Is appropriate for 
n luncheon or dinner. Marie suggests Jel- 
lied cranberries or a cranberry salad, a 
green vegetable and rolls as accom- 
paniments. 


Dissatisfied with all the recipes she 


tried for sprltz cookies, Marie ex- 
perimented until she devised one to suit 
her taste. Marie bakes these crisp and 


buttery cookies regularly for the family, 
gift-giving and coffee parties, and usual- 
ly keeps a reserve supply In her freezer., 


SUNKIST ICE BOX CAKE 


2 cups orange juice 
3 envelopes unflavored gelatin 


2/3 cup sugar 


1 cup belling water 
3 cups whipping cream 
1 cup miniature marshmallows 
1 cup fresh orange segments or 


mandarin oranges, cut in 
small pieces 


2 packages lady fingers, 


divided in halves. 


Mix 14 orange juice with gelatin. Let 


soften for five minutes. Dissolve over hot 
water. 


Dissolve sugar In boiling water. Add 


remaining orange juice and gelatin. Cool 
until partially congealed, about one hour, 
whip gelatin mixture until fluffy. 


Whip 2 cups whipping cream and blend 


Into gelatin mixture. Add roarshmallows 
and orange pieces. 


Line the sides of a spring form pan 


with lady fingers, standing them upright. 
Pull apart remaining lady fingers and 
sprinkle on bottom of pan, saving some 
for top. Pour in gelatin filling and 
sprinkle with remaining crumbs.

Cookbook especially for diabetic diets 


by JEANNE LESEM 


The diet for diabetics is a complicated, 


confusing and disliked regimen, especial- 
ly for cewly-dlagnosed patients. 


Even those with a mild case of this 


vascular disease must avoid foods with 
high sugar and-or fat content They must 
eat measured amounts of most other 
foods and beverages, and at regular In- 
tervals. They must not skip meaU or cat 
between meals. 


No one knows this better than Jeanne 


Jones, a former model and fashion editor 
and a diabetic herself, who has become 
an eloquent supporter of research and 
help for anyone afflicted with the dis- 
ease. Diabetes Is the fifth leading cause 
of death by disease and afflicts G.3 mil- 
lion Americans. 


Mrs. Jones, who lives in La Jolla, Ca- 


lif., is on the board of directors of the 
Southern California Diabetes Assn., a 
member of a national legislative com- 
mittee lobbying for laws to help diabetics 
and founder of an auxiliary to increase 
summer camp programs and start a ten- 
nis camp for children in San Diego Coun- 
ty, Calif. 


She has also written a price-winning 


cookbook for diabetics and other dieters. 
"The Calculating Cook" 101 Productions, 
, distributed by Scribners took first place 
'in the adult book category In the recent 
writing contest of the National Feder- 
ation of Press Women; and in an earlier 
competition sponsored by the feder- 


. ation's California chapter. 


IN AN INTERVIEW, Mrs.'Jones said 


the book is an outgrowth of her attempt 
to adjust her own and her family's favor- 
ite recipes to the restrictions of the dia- 


Every fall a group gathers at the Joe 


Bccbc country home in Iroquols County, 
III., for pancake brunch, an all male chef 
affair. Usually it's right after the first 
frost and appetites are sparked by a 
hickory nut hunting expedition through 
the wooded area of the farm. 


To accompany the pancakes, we fry 


fresh and smoked sausages, Canadian 
bacon and bacon, then It's time to make 
the pancakes. 


My all-time favorite batter is for Nor- 


wegian pancakes which for years have 
satisfied the palates of hunters who visit 
Wag's game preserve In Arkansas. It's a 
little trouble In the making but the prod- 
uct Is well worth the effort. 


Beat well 3 egg yolks. Beat together In 


a separate bowl l 2/3 cups thick butter- 
milk with 1 teaspoon baking soda. In a 
third bowl sift together IVt cups (lour, 1 
tablespoon sugar, 1 tablespoon baking 
powder, Vt tablespoon salt. Combine 
these three mixtures and add 3 table- 
spoons melted butter. Now beat 3 egg 
whites and fold Into the mixture. Cook on 
a hot greased griddle, turning once. 


A MIX WHICH produces feathertlght 


pancakes Is prepared this way. Cream 
together 3 egg yolks and 3 tablespoons 


sugar. Sift % cup all-purpose flour, then 
re-sift with 2 tablespoons cornstarch, 2 
teaspoons baking powder, and tt tea- 
spoon salt. 


Combine dry ingredients with egg mix- 


ture, then add Vt cup milk and Vi cup 
sour cream, mixing well. Beat 3 egg 
whites until stiff and fold into mixture. 
Cook on medium hot greased griddle. 
Basic recipe serves 4 to 6 people, but it 
may be doubled. 


For the buckwheat fan, you'll need to 


prepare this batter a day In advance and 
allow to stand overnight at room tem- 
perature.

Combine 1*4 cups unsifted buckwheat 


flour, Vi cup unsifted all-purpose flour, 
and 1 teaspoon salt. Dissolve 1 package 
active dry yeast In 2 cups warm water. 
Add 1 teaspoon white sugar. 


Add the yeast mixture to dry In- 


gredients and stir well. Put Into a bowl, 
cover and let mixture stand overnight. 
When ready too use, stir well, then add 1 
tablespoon brown sugar, 1/3 teaspoon 
baking soda, and 1 tablespoon melted 
butter (or salad oil). Stir until blended 
and cook on greased hot griddle. Makes 
about 24 pancakes. 


betlc diet prescribed by her doctor five 
years ago. 


Such diets are based on exchange lists 


— a system that divides foods and beve- 
rages into seven categories based on 
their carbohydrate, protein and fat con- 
tent. The word exchange is used to de- 
scribe a measured amount of a specific 
item. Many foods and some beverages 
are interchangeable when their precise 
food values are known. 


Exchange lists compiled by doctors 


and drug companies and diabetic cook- 
books explain this, but their listings of 
permissible foods are confined to a few 
common ones. 


Working with two dietitians, Mrs. 


Jones put together a much more exten- 
sive list that Includes dozens of In- 
gredients for International and ethnic 
foods as well as a lot of brand name 
products such as cereals, snack cracker, 
commercial sauces and bottled salad 
dressings. 


They also list gourmet fare such as 


pate do foie gras, pheasant, quail, veni- 
son, squab, frogs legs, caviar and aba- 
lone, and ethnic foods such as tortillas, 
matzos, pol, pureed taro root, a Ha- 
waiian staple, and 19 different varieties 
of cheese. 


By contrast, the exchange list of the 


New York Diabetes Assn. lists only three 
varieties of cheese-cheddar or American, 
cottage and cream — and a comparably 
small number of other foods. 


Mrs, Jones' recipes follow the same 


generous pattern. They range from Cae- 
sar salad, Grand Marnier souffle, Creole 
gumbo, beef stroganoff, shlsb kebab and 
coq au vln to children's favorites, such 
as pizza muffins and chile con carne, to 
ethnic specialties — gefllte fish, corned 
beef and cabbage and red snapper, Vera- 
cruz style. 


Mrs. Jones said she brought many of 


the recipes back from trips abroad with 
her husband, Robert Letts Jones, whose 
job as a top-ranking newspaper execu- 
tive takes them on frequent trips out of 
the country. 


"I ENTERTAIN at least once a week 


when I'm home," she added. "I'm hav- 
ing a lunch today — banana bread, 
chicken salad and peach whip." 


Mrs. Jones, who learned to cook as a 


child and later studied cooking in Paris 
and Los Angeles, said she geared her 
book to busy people and children. Her 
own two sons, ages 11 and 12, and her 
husband share her diabetic's diet but eat 
larger portions than she Is allowed. 


Like many other diabetics, she said 


she found the most difficult adjustment 
to be achievement of balance and regu- 
larity of her menus and eating habits. 


She was used to eating what she want- 


ed when she wanted it. Lunch might be 
six crackers, a wedge of camembert 
cheese and a glass of wine, and break- 
fast usually was coffee and orange juice. 
Both meals are extremely hazardous for 
a diabetic. 


"I still really don't like breakfast, so I 


have found a lot of shortcuts," she said. 


Baked apple with cottage cheese, 
whipped milk topping and graham crack- 
er crumbs is one; orange Caesar, anoth- 
er. It's an eggnog drink containing-or- 
ange juice, milk, egg, wheat germ, a 
sugar substitute and vanilla.

Mass transit summit outcome: tax hike?

Promlsci of hourly public trans- 


portation, improved and doubled subur- 
ban bus service and decreased off-hour 
fares In the Loop were reduced to a mes- 
sage of Increased taxes during a mass 
transit xummlt meeting In Chicago 
Wednesday. 


Gov. Daniel Walker pinned hopes for 


financing a six-county transit district on 
legislative approval of a stole lottery, In- 
creased vehicle taxes, release of Cross- 
town Expressway funds and a possible 
parking tax. 


House Speaker W. Robert Blair, 


It-Park Forest, again argued for use of a 
hnlf-crnt sales tux to finance the plan, 


WALKER, WHO vetoed Blair's mass 


transit bill this week, unveiled, for the 
first time, his program to relieve the 
'' c r I s 1 s-to-crlsls public transportation 
problem in the Chicago metropolitan 
area." The plan, explained at a press 
conference by Sec. of Transportation 
.Langhornc Bond, followed a suburban 
scries of hearings that showed "the 
people not only recognize the need for an 
area-wide transportation system, but 
that they mandate It." 


"There should be a substantial im- 


provement In service for both the city 
and suburban areas in and outside Cook 
County," Bond said. "At a minimum, 
that would Include free transfers and a 


reduction In fares to 23 cents in the off- 
peak hours of the CTA. 


"Commuter service to the suburbs 


shall be provided at least at hourly inter- 
vals throughout the day. And, there 
should be bus service that will provide 
double transportation in and among the 
suburbs," Bond said. 


Financing and representation on a pro- 


posed mass transit board were key dis- 
agreement Issues between Walker and 
legislators at the summit meeting in the 
Bismarck Hotel. 


Walker's plan calls for a nine-man 


transit board. Four board members 
would be elected In the City of Chicago. 
Two would be elected from suburban 


Cook County. Two would be elected in 
outlying suburbs. The ninth member 
would be appointed by elected board 
members and would serve as chairman.

"should not specify particular taxes," 
Walker's plan stated. The board could 
Impose motor vehicle taxes. Other taxes, 
except income and real estates, could be 
levied only after a referendum.

Lottery 
receipts from the six-county area would 
produce $60 million for the RTA, Walker 
said.

Study to find sewer system flaws due 


A study to locate flaws In the sanitary 


sewer system in the Cambridge subdivi- 
sion will be done the remainder of this 
week and next week. 


Tho work is being done primarily to 


find out where storm water Is seeping 
Into the system, thus creating a burden 
on sanitary sewers. Sanitary sewers are 
designed only to handle sewage from in- 
dividual homes, while separate sewers 
are provided for storm water. 


Village Engineer Arnold Seaberg said 


yesterday that in certain places, espe- 
cially after a heavy rain, there Is a great 
deal of storm water In the sanitary sew- 
ers. Ideally, the volume of sewage in the 
sanitary system should not increase in 
wet weather, Scabcrg said. 


After heavy rainfalls, the seepage into 


the sanitary system causes sewer back- 


ups In the basements of several homes in 
the subdivision. 


THE STUDY, which is being done by 


American Consulting Services Inc., at a 
cost of $7,750, will attempt to locate 
where and how much water is seeping 
into the system. In addition, the in- 
spectors will attempt to find other flaws 
in the system and will tell which sewers 
need cleaning. 


After the study is completed, the con- 


sulting firm will submit a report contain- 
ing corrective recommendations, cost es- 
timates, priorities and timetables for 
correcting the deficiencies. 


Seaberg said hiring the consulting firm 


to study the system and make recom- 
mendations is probably cheaper than If 
the village attempted to find the flaws on 
a "hit or miss" basis.

While closed-circuit television of sew- 


ers in the old section of the village for 
the purpose of finding flaws has been 
successful, Seaberg said it probably Is 
not necessary in Cambridge. Because the 
sewers arc not as old, there probably 
will not be as many defects, he said. The 
study should determine what parts of the 
system need to be televised, he added. 


THE TELEVISING process is designed 


to discover breaks In the underground 
sewer tile where water is seeping into 
the sewers. When a flaw is discovered, 
chemical grout Is pumped under pres- 
sure to seal the sewer tile and prevent 
further seepage. 


Seaberg said It is less costly to correct 


flaws and make the system more ef- 
ficient than it is to expand facilities so 
they can accommodate the added volume 
caused by wet weather. 


If the study in Cambridge is success- 


ful, Seaberg said the village likely will 
have the same thing done In the Arling- 
ton Hills area of the village. If that is 
done, the final trouble spot in the village 
will be eliminated. 


Seaberg said no work has been done on 


the sewer system in the Lake County 
Strathmore subdivision or in Mill Creek 
because the areas are new and do not 
have many problems. 


After the report on Cambridge Is sub- 


mitted, which will probably be in late 
November, the village hopes to correct 
the problems in the sewer system as 
soon as possible, Seaburg said.

at least until Saturday

Tho strike against Chrysler Corp. will 


not be settled until at least Saturday, ac- 
cording to United Auto Workers (UAW) 
picketing a local plant. 


About 120 members of Local 1178 are 


striking the Chrysler regional office at 
2200 S. Busse Rd., Elk Grove Village. 


Workers sold the national contract will 


not be submitted to local unions for rati- 
fication until Saturday. Even If the na- 
tional contract is approved, local unions 
can still remain on strike against local 
plants. 


The members of Local 1178 sold they 


had grievances against tho Elk Grove 
Village plant which are not part of the • 
national contract. They would not say if 
the local would go back to work when the 
national contract was approved. 


Grievances included mandatory over- 


time, promotion within tho plant and 
working conditions. 


Chrysler officials at tho Elk Grove Vil-

Zimmerman's, a large liquor retailer in 
Chicago, one of two test markets for the 
new product, keeps it on the Scotch shelf. 
And Tom Murphy, executive director of 
tho Illinois Liquor Control Commission, 
admits: "I don't know what It Is." 


Tho label on the product Isn't much 


help. It describes Clan Dew as a "spe- 
cialty blend of British wine and malt 
Scotch whiskey." It has a 17 per cent 
alcohol content. 


IP THE PRODUCT Is considered a 


wine, It will be available to the newly 
enfranchised drinkers. If it's a Scotch, it 
will go Into tho glosses of only the 21- 
ond-up set. 


Murphy soys It will be up to local li- 


quor commissioners — In the Northwest 


suburbs, this means the mayors and vil- 
lage presidents — to determine just what 
Clan Dew Is. 
\ 


Murphy himself hasn't tried it, but 


Mrs. Salito, of Smirnoff, who generally 
finds Scotches too dry for her taste, likes 
It. "It's lovely served In a wine glass 
with an Ico cube," she said.

The strikers said they wanted working 


conditions improved in the plant. They 
said In the summer, temperatures reach 
100 degrees In the warehouse which ft 
not air-conditioned and in the winter, 
when loading dock doors are opened, the 
workers have to wear heavy coats to stay 
warm. 


Workers said they wanted to be'given 


notice when openings were available for 
office jobs and other promotions in the 
plant. They are also opposed to suddenly 
placing restrictive requirements for pro- 
motion, such as requiring a college de- 
gree, to prevent workers from advancing 
to office jobs. 


Current pay scale for local 1178 totals

Peter Digre, Omnl-House director, told 


the zoning board Tuesday the Wolf Road 
residence would be more suited to the 
counseling activities of the agency.

The zoning board unanimously ap- 


proved the Omnl-House request for a 
special use permit to convert the house 
into a youth services bureau.

(talking with Mount Prospect)," Gilligan 
said, adding it was not until lost week's 
judiciary committee meeting that dis- 
agreement over Rob Roy first came up. 
The ISO-acre golf course on Euclid Ave- 
nue is the subject of an annexation peti- 
tion before Mount Prospect. 


Gilligan also appeared upset because 


the Mount Prospect board also ques- 
tioned PHIA plans to incorporate part of 
Palwaukcc Airport. He said airport own- 
er Georgo Priestcr Is not against the 
plan and further questioned Mount Pros- 
pect's concern. 


LAST WEEK Gov. Daniel Walker 


signed a bill which permits areas such as 
Prospect Heights to Incorporate without 
the consent of neighboring municipal- 
ities. Those municipalities can still file 
objections, which will then be ruled on 
by the courts. 


An incorporation petition will have to 


be drawn up for presentation in court. 
Gilligan said it probably will not be 
ready until November. "Meanwhile," he 
said, "We will try to work out something 
with the villages." That something won't 
hurt Prospect Heights residents though. 


Wheeling officials are expected to ob- 


ject to incorporation because of the plans 
to Include part of Palwaukee Airport in 
Prospect Heights. Wheeling has objected 
to past incorporation efforts, as has Ar- 
lington Heights. Arlington officials have 
said they will object again if the PHIA 
Insists on Including Waterman Avenue in 
Prospect Heights.

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A man's home can be his hassle 


NEW YORK - To many people, the 


American Dream is owning a four-bed- 
room, split-level, colonial-style home 
wllh a two-car garage set on a street 
lined with trees and manicured lawns. 
Ah, suburbia: America's own Shangri- 
La. 


But, as many people who have pur- 


chased their dream-homes In the last 
decade will attest, getting Into the typi- 
cal Tudor Is only half the struggle. Sur- 
viving In it Is the other half. 


Horror stories from homeowners are 


as common as termites in damp wood. 
They will tell you about leaky roofs, set- 
tling foundations that crack bedroom and 
kitchen walls, water in their cellars, sep- 
tic tanks that over-flow, driveways that 
buckle, sieves that masquerade as pic- 
ture windows in their living rooms. 


Even more horrifying, perhaps, is the 


lock of consumer protection that is of- 
fered to the home-buyer hi America. The 
Consumer Affairs Bureau in Washington, 
D.C., will tell you that It cannot come to 
tho aid of every single home buyer 
burned by a slick contractor who sold 
them a faulty house. The Bureau will 
also loll you that It has bees working on 
a plan that would require contractors to 
give warranties on tho homes they build 
and sell — flvo years on the roof, three 
years on the septic tank, a year on the 
electrical wiring, etc. But, the Bureau 
said tho plan Is at least five yean away 
from being implemented. 


ALL OF W1IICH leaves the typical 


American Dreamer In a perilous posi- 
tion. Ho can get a warranty on the new 
automobile he drives. He can get guaran- 
tees on the appliances he purchases. But 
on the greatest single Investment of his 
ll/o — his home — he runs the risk alone. 


If the L-shaped ranch on Regal Avenue 


begins to self-destruct three months Into 
the payment book, tho buyer has no- 
where to turn for help. He cannot run to 
tho contractor, or to tho bank which Is 
holding his mortgage, and ask for a re- 
fund. Most home-owners who have al- 
ready survived the rigors of loose 
shingles and crabgrass will tell you that, 
In times of crisis, they were left to sink 
or swim In their own flooded basements. 
Which means, of course, that they were 
left to pay for the repairs themselves — 
$300 to pump the cellar dry, $200 to drain 
tho septic tank, $500 for a new roof, and 
soon. 


THE HOItROR stories of home-owners 


are endless. They range from plain, old 


plumbing deficiencies to more exotic 
problems such as less-than-adheslve 
cathedral ceilings. (The chandeliers be- 
come loose and, usually at 3 in the morn- 
Ing, disassociate themselves from the 
celling, crash through the living room 
floor, and finally demolish themselves on 
the floor of the play room, somewhere 
near the fireplace). Inevitably, the con- 
tractor or the builder of the home is 
blamed. In most cases, the blame is 
well-placed. It is no secret among sea- 
soned home-owners that many con- 
tractors are not above using plywood 
where a piece of cherry hardwood should 
go. 
> 


As horror stories go,-the case of the 


Donald Richardson family of Northvale, 
N.J., is enough to make apartment-dwel- 
lers of us all. In the spring of 1971, Don- 
ald Richardson sold his old home in Ber- 
genfield, N.J., and bought a new one In 
Northvale from a concern called the Dis- 
tinctive Dwelling Corporation. Although 
the new home was not completed, the 
Richardson family moved in and waited 
for the closing date — May 28,1971 — to 
arrive. During the time the family was 
waiting, the contractor abandoned the 


project (he had 22 homes under construc- 
tion in the development) 
and dis- 


appeared. 


Although Richardson had a certificate 


of occupancy, and although he had al- 
ready made a down payment, the deal 
was never legally closed because of 
heavy liens on the house. So, Richardson 
was forced to live in the unfinished house 
for two and one-half years without even 
knowing whether he would be able tu af- 
ford to buy the house when it finally 
went on sale at a court-ordered public 
auction. 


WHEN THE HOUSE finally was 


placed up for auction in August, 1973, the 
sheriff In Northvale, one Joseph Job, 
allowed Richardson to make a plea for 
compassion to the other buyers before 
the auction began. Richardson asked the 
other buyers to refrain from out-bidding 
him on his own house. "Everybody in 
that room did have compassion," said 
Richardson, "except for one man. He 
was not a gentleman. But thankfully, I 
was able to buy my own house." 


Richardson said the two and one-half- 


year ordeal "was the most horrible thing 
I have ever gone through. 


"I had $2,000 in legal fees. I sold my 


old house in Bergenfield under the as- 
sumption I would take possession of the 
new one on April 1, 1971. The closing 
date in Bergenfield was for the same 
date, but we got an extension to May 28. 
I sold in Bergenfield and, from then to 
now, the house has increased in value 
from $10,000 to $12,000. If I didn't wind 
up with this home, I would have been left 
with the closing value of the Bergenfield 
house in 1971. I lost the equity and in- 
creased value of my home." 


THE BUILDER of the Richardson 


home, Michael Pollotta, of the Dis- 
tinctive Dwellings Corporation, blamed 
the entire affair on the Borough of North- 
vale. He said the reason he abandoned 
the Richardson house was because the 
borough had promised him two ease- 
ments — and then reneged. 


"It was," Pollotta said, "the responsi- 


bility of the planning board to acquire 
the easements. And it didn't." 


The Rlchardsons, meanwhile, now 


have a roof over their heads which they 
finally can call their own. They are not 
planning to move again. Ever.

What you see is what you (may not) get 


NEW YORK — In 1967, a young build- 


er named Clifford Kolakowski began 
bulldozing the lush, green forest that was 
a mere five minutes south of the old race 
track at Saratoga Springs, N.Y. He 
named the first development of houses 
"Geyser Crest," In honor of the city's 
famous mineral water. 


Then, three minutes south of Geyser 


Crest, he built another development of 
homes which he called Heritage Hills. Fi- 
nally, right In between the two, he built a 
third development and called it Heritage 
Knolls. Within four years, a third of the 
foliage In the Saratoga Springs' suburb 
of Milton was gone; the trees were re- 
placed by streets that were named, per- 
haps appropriately, Tomahawk Trail and 
Red Coach Lane. 


With each new development, home- 


buyers' problems multiplied. The first 
people to purchase homes In each devel- 
opment moved into their dwellings and 
looked out of their living-room and kitch- 
en windows at picturesque white birch 
trees. They had assumed the devel- 


opment ended with their particular 
street. They did not anticipate that with- 
in a year they would be looking out of 
the same windows at the skeletons of 
new homes under construction. The 
white birches were being replaced by 
white ranches and by white split-levels. 


"When I moved into my house," said 


Mrs. Dorothy Schermerhorn, "it was sur-

rounded by trees, and the trees had a lot 
of birds and squirrels. It was very nice. I 
had the fifth or sixth house In the devel- 
opment. It never dawned on me to ask 
the builder what his plans were. I Just 
assumed I had purchased a house in a 
nice, rustic area and that the area would 
stay that way. Now, I have 50 or 60 


Newest not always the best 


NEW YORK - So, you want to buy a 


house? If you ore among the millions of 
Americans who live on a family Income 
of between $10,000 and $15,000 a year, 
you are going to need some guidance. 
But, alas, counseling services for pros- 
pective homo-buyers are as rare as duck- 
bill platypuses. 


Hero Is a list of suggestions on how to 


avoid being a "victim" of tho home-buy- 
ing experience. Tho recommendations 
have been culled from real estate agents, 
Mho presumably know all the angles of 
home-buying, and from seasoned home- 
owners, who have learned them — the 
hard way or otherwise. 


MONEY — Don't even think about buy- 


Ing o house unless you have at least 10 
per cent of the total cost of thehouse 
already 
In the bank. Most down pay- 


ments require a minimum of 10 per cent 
In cash ($3,000 down on a $30,000 house) 
and many require as much as 25 to 30 
per cent of tho total cost of the house 
break on down-payments — they can buy 
a homo without one. Also, have at least 
another $2,000 In cash handy to cover 
closing costs and other expenses, In- 
cluding moving, that 
will Inevitably 


arise. 


Where to Look — Real estate agents 


will tell you that brand-new devel- 
opments, with brand-new houses, are the 
biggest problem areas. Buying a $65,000 
homo with bugs still in It Is courting frus- 
tration. Agents will tell ypu that the best 
buys today are used homes In established 
neighborhoods — the sewer pipes are al- 
ready In, the schools have already been 
built, the landscaping Is completed, the 
shopping centers are finished, and tho 
prices are more reasonable. Agents say 
the best buys are sevcn-to-ten-year-old 
homes In settled neighborhoods. 


The House Itself — The best way to 


find out what kind of house you are buy- 
Ing is to hire a professional home-in- 
spection consultant or engineer (they 
usually charge between $75 and $100) to 
Inspect the place for you. He will pre- 
pare a written report for you on the defi- 
ciencies of the house when he is through 
Inspecting it. These inspectors usually 
sniff Into corners no one else even no- 
tices. But if one is not available In your 
community the Job will be left up to you. 
So, if you are forced to inspect the house 
yourself, here is a checklist of common 
trouble spots: 


THE ROOF. Roof problems aro very 


common — and very costly. According to 
a survey recently completed by the Bu- 
reau of Building Marketing Research, 2.7 
million homes will need new roofs during 
1973 alone. The total average cost, ac- 
cording to the survey, will be $491. 


THE CHIMNEY. While you're up 


there, check out your chimney. If the 
metal plate around the chimney is not 
sealed with caulking, you've got another 
Job on your bonds. 


• GUTTERS. Check particularly for 


paint condition and buckling. Rust and 
loosening are danger signs. New alumi- 
num gutters are expensive. 


• EXTERIOR PAINTING. Examine 


the outside of the house closely to see if 
a new paint Job is required. It can cost 
anywhere from $400 to $700 a house de- 
pending on the size. 


• THE FOUNDATION. Walk around 


the house and check the foundation for 
cracks and settling. Doors that do not 
close properly and windows that are • 
Jammed are signs of settling. 


• THE CELLAR. Look for signs of wa- 


ter or dampness in the corners and 
around the edges of the cellar floor. 
Even a recently-pumped cellar leaves 
damp corners, 


• THE WIRING. Best bet: hire a local 


electrician to check out the wiring for 
you. It will cost you anywhere from $50 
to $75. 


• THE FURNACE. A tremendous 


problem. There Is no way to tell if the 
furnace will come through for you in the 
dead of a February night. It is a good 
Idea to ask the seller to show you his 
receipts for fuel and repair bills. 


• INSULATION. Most new homes to- 


day are being built with three inches of 
insulation in the walls and six inches in 
the attic. If the attic has insufficient In- 
sulation, it will be wise to bring it up to 
the recommended level. 


• PLUMBING. Unless you hire a 


plumber to check out the pipes for you, it 
is very difficult to detect defective 
plumbing. The worst plumbing problems 
usually occur hi older bouses with iron or 
steel pipes, which corrode after years of 
use. Copper plumbing is the best 


There are.many other areas In a home 


that demand inspection, but the afore- 
mentioned are among the most impor- 
tant Real-estate agenliwlll tell you that 
every bouse has its flaws; It is ultimate- 
ly up to the 'buyer to decide whether 
these flaws are worth repairing.

houses In back of me, and 50 or 60 more 
coming in front of me. What used to be a 
nice, quiet street has become a major 
thoroughfare. If people are going to buy 
a house In a new development, they had 
better ask the builder what his plans are. 


"But most people, myself included, 


don't think that far ahead. When you buy 
a house, you're interested in your own 
little plot of land. But the way It works is 
like this: Your own little plot of land can 
stay the same for many years, but the 
land around you can change in a hurry. 
When you buy a home In a new devel- 
opment, you're at the builder's mercy." 


The people who moved into the Kola- 


kowski developments also experienced 
another problem that proved to be be- 
yond their control — the roads. When the 
builder bulldozed through the woods to 
make the new streets, he left the streets 
unpaved. For awhile, the whole situation 
became a tug-of-war between the builder 
and the borough. 


Meanwhile, the residents inhaled dust 


in the summertime and squished in mud 
during the winter. 


"We had streets with such elegant 


names as Whispering Pines Lane," said 
Mrs. Schermerhorn, "and they were 
nothing but dirt roads." 


Not all home-buying problems Involve 


s p a n k i n g , new developments. Used 
houses have their trapdoors as well. 
When Lois and Buddy Scott purchased a 


used home in Closter, N.J., they were 
required by the bank to have the house 
inspected for termites. They did. It cost 
them $75. The report came back nega- 
tive; no termites. 


"Two weeks after we moved in," said 


Mrs. Scott, "the place was crawling with 
termites. We couldn't believe it. We com- 
plained to the people who had made the 
Inspection, but nothing happened. All 
that happened was that we had to hire an 
exterminator and have all the termites 
removed. That cost us $600." 


But for all of the horror stories that 


accompany home buying, there are a few 
people who feel that a man's home Is not 
only his castle, but his vehicle to finan- 
cial stability as well. David and Barbara 
Mallow, currently of Westport, Conn., 
are self-admitted house hustlers. They 
buy homes, fix them up, and then resell 
them — for a large personal profit. All 
you need, presumably, Is the first down 
payment and the gambling flair of a riv- 
orboat rogue. 


The Mallows now live in a three-bed- 


room, split-level home In Westport that is 
worth $77,000. It Is their third home in 
five years. A marketing manager for a 
large pharmaceutical firm In New York 
City, Mallow earns around $30,000 a 
year. He and his wife have two children, 
aged 7 and 6. Their scenario began in the 
spring of 1968 in New Haven, Conn., ac- 
cording to Mrs. Matlow: 


"We were looking for something In the 


$20,000 range. A two-story, three-bed- 
room house with a nice size family room, 
a large back yard, In an area with good 
schools and nice people." 


They failed. They settled on a 17-year- 


old house which cost them $32,000. But, 
18 months later, they sold it for $36,000. 
(Profit: $4,000 or 12 per cent). 


Then they moved to Framingham, 


Mass. They bought a house there for 
$36,000. Last May, they sold it for $46,000. 
(Profit: $10,000 or 30 per cent). 


Now they live in the $77,000 home In 


Westport. Presumably, when they ore 
ready to leave Westport, they will be 
able to re-sell it for between $90,000 and 
$100,000. 


The Mallows know what Is required to 


get their price. Said Mrs. Matlow: 


"We lived In the house with the In- 


tentlon of upgrading it for resale. If the 
house shows well, it does something psy- 
chologically for the people who come to 
look at It. We figured we spent about $300 
for redecorating, and that probably 
added about $2,000 to the asking price 
when the time came to sell." 


Mr. Matlow said: "Real eslate is not 


on expense, It's on investment. There's 
no such thing as selling a house for less 
than what you paid for it. That's a fact 
of life."

Here's how to save on closing costs 


NEW YORK - If you hove de- 


cided upon a home to purchase, 
and have checked it out to your 
own satisfaction, you may feel like 
breathing easy. Don't. The ordeal 
is Just beginning. What follows is 
the legal transaction itself. It can 
be more frustrating — and more 
costly — than ferreting out 
baseboard termites. 


Following are some guidelines on 


how to make the 
transaction 


smoothly and how to emerge from 
It In something less than a state of 
shock. The sphere of mortgages, 
closing costs, title searches and 
deed surveys is pock-marked with 
legal loopholes. Many real estate 
agents advise their clients to pre- 
pare themselves to pay more than 
they anticipate on "closing day." 
The question, ultimately, is how 
much more? 


1. The MORTGAGE. Mortgage 


interest rates vary from 8 to 10 per 
cent and higher, depending where 
you live and when you wont to buy. 
The only way to save money is to 
get on the telephone and call banks 
and mortgage companies until you 
find one that will suit your terms. 
The difference between a mortgage 
at seven and one-half per cent and 
one at eight per cent may seem 
microscopic. But, in reality, it can 
mean thousands of dollars. For ex- 
ample, the -total interest on a 
$30,000 mortgage at eight per cent 
over 20 years is $12,780. At eight 
and one-half per cent, it's $15,340. 
At nine per cent, it's $17,820. So, 
the difference of 1 per cent trans- 
lates to more than $5,000. Here is a 
table of various interest rates on 
an $18,000 mortgage for 30 years:

If you are fortunate enough to 


obtain a low interest mortgage 


rate, you have saved yourself a 
considerable amount of money in 
the long run. But that doesn't nec- 
essarily solve the short-range prob- 
lems. Such as closing costs. And 
"points." And escrow fees. 


CLOSING COSTS — Closing costs 


aro what you, the homebuyer, pay 
on the day the deal Is finally con- 
summated. You have to pay clos- 
ing costs in cosh and there is vir- 
tually no room for negotiation on 
certain items, such as advance 
property taxes, fire Insurance, title 
Insurance, credit life insurance and 
legal fees. Closing costs can range 
from as little as $600 to as much as 
$2,500. The national average is now 
between $1,500 and $2,000. There is 
room for bargaining on some of the 
closing items, but it all depends oa 
the initiative of the buyer. 


Some items on which a home 


buyer may save money on closing 
day are: 


• Appraisal. The bank (or mort- 


gage company) requires an ap- 
praisal of the property. Most 
people leave it up to the bank to 
do. The bank can charge as much 
as $75 for one visit to the property. 
Hire your own appraiser — with 
the bank's permission — and you 
can save $40 or $50. 


• Credit report. The bank (or 


mortgage company) will require a 
personal credit report on the buy- 
er. Again, most people leave It up 
to the bank to do. The bank con 
charge as much as $25 for it Have 
your lawyer do it instead. 


• PROPERTY SURVEY. Again, 


the bank (or mortgage company) 
wonts to make sure the land is cor- 
rectly described in the deed. Have 
it done yourself and save some 
money here. Banks usually charge 
$75 for it. 


In short, whatever small savings 


you make on closing day depends 
on your own resourcefulness. 


POINTS — Because some states 


regulate ceilings on mortgage-in- 
terest rates, bonks odd "points" to 
their mortgage charges when the 
trend of interest rates is up (like 


right now). This holds for FHA and 
VA — as well as conventional — 
mortgage loans. If a bank charges 
you 5 points, It means it deducts 5 
per cent from the face value of 
your mortgage at the beginning. 
You, however, must repay the full 
amount of the mortgage. For ex- 
ample, on a $20,000 mortgage, 
$1,000 would bo deducted, leaving 
only $19,000 actually available to 
you. This is equivalent of adding 
more than one-half per cent to your 
basic interest rate. 


Since the number of "points" you 


are charged with will vary from 
bank to bank, be sure to find out — 
in advance — how many points 
each bank in your area will charge 
you. The only way to save money 
on "points" is to talk the seller into 
absorbing a few of them as part of 
the selling price (or have him 
share the cost of "points" with 
you). In some states, there are no 
"points." If you live in one, re- 
joice. 


BUT Tin: CLOSING cost fees do 


not end with "points." You must 
also hove the equivalent of about 
three months' taxes on hand in ad- 
dition to an insurance policy cov- 
ering the house. Money for taxes 
and insurance premiums often is 
held in escrow by the bank (or 
mortgage company). Generally no 
interest is paid on escrow ac- 
counts. 


At this point, you may be won- 


dering if buying a house is feasible 
at all. One discouraging fact is that 
presently there is a scarcity of 
mortgage money on the market 
With high mortgage rates running 
up- against state-imposed c^'l"e^> 
many banks and savings-and-Ioans 
are finding they cannot afford the 
low return on mortgage money 
when they can get much more 
from industrial loans. 


At any rate, if there is a magic 


formula for'buying an attractive, 
dependable home at a reasonable 
price, the people who have it an 
keeping it an iron-clad secret

Mass transit summit outcome: tax hike?

Promises 
of hourly public trans- 


portation, Improved and doubled subur- 
ban bus service and decreased off-hour 
fares In the Loop were reduced to a mes- 
sage of Increased taxes during a mass 
transit summit meeting In Chicago 
Wednesday. 


Gov. Daniel Walker pinned hopes for 


financing a six-county transit district on 
legislative approval of a state lottery, In- 
creased vehicle taxes, release of Cross- 
town Expressway funds and a possible 
parking tax. 


House Speaker W. Robert 
Blair, 


R-Park Korost, again argued for use of a 
half-cent sales tax to finance the plan. 


WAtKER, WHO vetoed Blair's mass 


transit bill this week, unveiled, for the 
first time, his program to relieve the 
'' c r I s I s-to-crisls public transportation 
problem In the Chicago metropolitan 
area." The plan, explained at a press 
conference by Sec. of Transportation 
Langhornc Bond, followed a suburban 
series of hearings that showed "the 
people not only recognize the need for an 
area-wide transportation system, but 
that they mandate It." 


"There should be a substantial Im- 


provement In service for both the city 
and suburban areas in and outside Cook 
County," Bond said. "At a minimum, 
that would Include free transfers and a 


reduction in fares to 25 cents In the off- 
peak hours of the CTA. 


"Commuter service to the suburbs 


shall be provided at least at hourly inter- 
vals throughout the day. And, there 
should be bus service that will provide 
double transportation in and among the 
suburbs," Bond said. 


Financing and representation on a pro- 


posed mass transit board were key dis- 
agreement Issues between Walker and 
legislators at the summit meeting in the 
Bismarck Hotel. 


Walker's plan calls for a nine-man 


transit board. Four board 
members 


would be elected In the City of Chicago. 
Two would be elected from suburban 


Cook County. Two would be elected in 
outlying suburbs. The ninth member 
would be appointed by elected board 
members and would serve as chairman. 


LEGISLATION 'creating 
an 
RTA 


"should not specify particular taxes," 
Walker's plan stated. The board could 
impose motor vehicle taxes. Other taxes, 
except Income and real estates, could be 
levied only after a referendum 


Additional funding would come from a 


still-unapproved state lottery. Lottery 
receipts from the six-county area would 
produce $60 million for the RTA, Walker 
said. 


Bond labeled more than $1.1 billion In 


Crosstown Expressway funds "a golden 


opportunity for very large amounts of 
capital funds for new service and new 
equipment." The funds could be released 
for the mass transit system if Mayor 
Richard Daley approves. 


Daley suggested a compromise method 


of naming board members that drew 
support from Walker. 


The Chicago mayor called for appoint- 


ment of board members, but approval of 
tax levies by county boards in the RTA. 


Walker told Daley, Blair, Sen. Cecil 


Partee, Rep. Clyde Choate and county 
board president George Dunne that the 
vetoed Blair bill Is a "problem In our 
approach to government." Blair pro- 


posed an appointed board authorized to 
levy taxes. 


"If an appointed board were created, it 


would be the first time in the history of 
the state that a governmental unit was 
given power to levy taxes without elect- 
ion of governing officials, referendum on 
its creation and a referendum on the tax* 
es imposed," Walker's plan stated. 


WALKER ESTIMATED that first-year 


cost of the RTA would be $148 million. 
More than $90 million would go to the 
CTA, about $18.4 would be for commuter 
railroads and $3 million would go to sub- 
urban bus lines.

heads, wondering what Is happening to 
the city. 


SOMETHING 
HAS happened. The 


newcomers who have been labeled ma- 
vericks, dissidents and obstructionists 
have served notice that Is will be no 
more "business as usual" In the city. 


Of the 16 aldermen on the council, five 


are new. Three of these freshmen are 
considered to be Bchrcl's main opposi- 
tion: Gerald Meyer (7th); Carmen Sarlo 
(6th) and George Olen (2nd). 


The debates over Superblock, parking 


garages, city hall and other topics have 
helped to crystallzc the state of affairs in 
the city. 


Several aldermen have quietly ob- 


served that the days arc gone when per- 
sonal problems were handled through a 
private chat or a telephone call. 


"Now everything Is brought out on the 


council floor," one councilman said. Few 
city officials were willing to publicly talk 
about the growing discontent, but did of- 
fer their thoughts on the matter. 


BEHREL DID OPENLY blast his op- 


position Tuesday at his weekly press con- 
ference. He labeled the present city pan- 
el as a "do-nothing council." 


A veteran political figure, even Behrel 


came away from the meeting dis- 
appointed. He termed the meeting the 
"worst ever." 


But while It might be the "worst ever" 


to some, other observers, both inside and 
outside tho city hall, have detected the 
changes and do not see them as altogeth- 
er bad.

Strike at Chrysler plant: 
at least until Saturday

The strike against Chrysler Corp. will 


not be settled until at least Saturday, ac- 
cording to United Auto Workers (UAW) 
picketing a local plant. 


About 120 members of Local 1178 are 


striking the Chrysler regional office at 
2200 S. Busse Rd., Elk Grove Village. 


Workers said the national contract will 


not be submitted to local unions Tor rati- 
fication until Saturday. Even if the na- 
tional contract is approved, local unVms 
can still remain on strike against local 
plants. 


The members of Local 1178 said they 


had grievances against the Elk Grove 
Village plant which are not part of the 
national contract They would not say if 
the local would go back to work when the 
national contract was approved. 


Grievances included mandatory over- 


time, promotion within the 'plant and 
working conditions. 


Chrysler officials at the Elk Grove VII- 


lage and in the Michigan headquarters 
plant refused to comment on the strike. 


THE NATIONAL contract, tentatively 


agreed upon by Chrysler and the UAW, 
calls for no more than one hour per day 
and no more than six days per week of 
m a n d a t o r y overtime. Prior to the 
agreement, workers said they were 
forced to work overtime whenever or- 
dered to do so by the company. Refusal 
to work would be cause for filing, ac- 
cording to the workers. 


The new contract, if ratified, would set 


a limit of nine hours per day, six days a 
week, a total of 54 hours per week, an 
employe would have, to work without the 
opportunity of refusing overtime. 


Members of Local 1178, however, said 


they were opposed to the overtime agree- 
ment called for In the national contract 
because it would not benefit them. 


"Sure, it's great for the assembly-line 


worker. They have to work 10 to 12 hours 
a day, six to seven days a week," said 
one of the local strikers. "We already 
have a 54-hour week and we don't like 
It." 


The striking union members work as 


warehouse workers, packers and snip- 
pers in the Elk Grove Village plant. 


THE SERVICE technician school and 


the regional sales office portions of th» 
building are not affected by the strike. - 


The strikers said they wanted working 


conditions Improved in the plant. They 
said in the summer, temperatures reach 
100 degrees in the warehouse whittrts 
not air-conditioned and in the winter, 
when loading dock doors are opened, the 
workers have to wear heavy coats to stay 
warm. 


Workers said they wanted to be given 


notice when openings were available for 
office jobs and other promotions in the 
plant. They are also opposed to suddenly 
placing restrictive requirements for pro- 
motion, such as requiring a college de- 
gree, to prevent workers from advancing 
to office Jobs. 


Current pay scale for local 1178 totals 


$4.75 per hour, including a cost of living 
raise. The workers expect to receive 
$5.10 to $5.15 per hour when the strike is 
settled. 


They said the pay hike in the new con- 


tract was lower than they wanted, but 
the federal limits on pay raises pre- 
vented a greater increase.

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Oakton College torapup 
Opposition grows 
to reclassification 


Oakton Community College has Joined other minds commu- 


nity colleges in opposing a move by public universities to 
rcclassl/y their freshmen and sophomore courses to the Junior 
and senior level. 


The reclasslflcation means similar freshmen and soph* 


omore courses offered in community colleges cannot be trans* 
ferred for credit In a four-year college. 


Oakton Pros. William Koehnline said Southern Illinois Uni- 


versity has been accused by some community colleges of 
rcclassifying sophomore courses to the Junior level As a re- 
sult 'when a community college student tries to transfer the 
course to the university, ho is not given credit and is required 
to repeat the course on the Junior level. Koehnline said soph- 
omores at the university often take the courses even after 
they are reclassif led. 


KOEHNLINE SAID Oakton has not had a major problem In 


transferring Its courses to most four-year colleges. If reclossi- 
flcatlon became widespread, he said Oakton students could be 
hurt by being required to repeat courses once they trans- 
ferred to a university. 


Tho Oakton Board of Trustees passed a resolution Tuesday 


which "vigorously opposes the continued movement by public 
senior institutions of Illinois to reclossify lower division 
course offerings to the upper division" and asks the Illinois 
Board of Higher Education to use its influence to end re- 
classification. 


Koehnline said Triton College, Elgin Community College, 


the College of DuPage and a community college in Jofiet 
passed similar resolutions in May. 


Classroom evaluation needed 


Oakton Community College should evaluate its classroom 


Instruction and seek accreditation of its academic programs 
In March, 1076, according to a consultant hired by the college. 


Dale B. Lake, president of Knlomazoo Valley Community 


College, Kalamozoo, Mich., visited the college Tuesday and 
gave his first report to the college board of trustees Tuesday 
night. 


Oakton has been working toward full accreditation of its 


programs from tho North Central Association, a national 
school accrediting organization, for more than a year. Lake 
was hired by the board to help tho college meet the re- 
quirements of accredltion. 


Mo tolld trustees tho college should evaluate Its programs 


and services in a self-study report and submit the report to 
North Central In May, 1075 for approval in March, 1976. 


ACCREDITATION FROM North Central is not required of 


any school, said Lake, and docs not determine whether the 
school's courses are approved for federal and state funds. 
Accreditation is a standard of achievement set by educators 
who are members of North Central and most schools volun- 
tarily seek their stomp of approval. 


Tho self-study should be an "In-depth look at where Oakton 


has been and where It's going," said Lake. "If the study Is of 
tho depth and breadth that it should be" it can't be completed 
before May, 1975, he said. 


Tho self-study report Is written by college officials as an 


evaluation tool and an outline of tho educational goals of tho 
school. 


Lake told college officials to "make this a meaningful work- 


ing document with constant revision and renewal". The self 
study report should not bo just another document which gath- 
ers dust on the shelf, he sold. Tho report Is designed "to 
help," said Lake, "not to satlsy somo people in Chicago," 
where North Central offices are located. 


OAKTON RECEIVED somo severe criticism from the 


North Central Association In an evaluation of the school last 
fall. Members of an evaluation team who visited the college 
called classroom Instruction "perfunctory" and said the stan- 
dards of college transfer courses were "not up to par." 


Several Oakton officials responded to the criticism at that 


time by saying members of the team were from traditional 
four-year colleges- and did not understand Oakton's liberal 
philosophy of education or It's innovative programs. 


Paul Gllson, chairman of the Oakton board of trustees, told 


Lako Tuesday he was concerned that North Central would 
again view Oakton as a traditional college when It seeks ac- 
credltion In 1078. 


"I'm very optimistic that North Central, with all it's faults, 


is coming of age," said Lake. "Too often" members of the 
evaluation team "bring a preconceived notion" with them 
when they visit tho college, said Lake, but added the prob- 
lem is being corrected. 


IN CONNECTION with the college's goal of full accredita- 


tion tho Oakton board hired Sheldon G. Klrschner as the 
director of Instructional research and evaluation at Oakton, a 
position it created last May on the advice of North Central. 


Klrschner will devise a system of evaluation for Oakton 


programs and services and will conduct research for the col- 
lego's self study report 


Kirschncr, asslstcnt professor of psychology at Oakton, was 


relieved of his teaching assignments yesterday to take the 
new position an annual salary of 118,900. 


Computer will be shared 


Oakton Community College and NHes Township High School 


Dlst. 219 will combine computer systems next month, saving 
tho schools about $51,500 a year. 


Tho Oakton Board of Trustees approved the merger of tho 


computer systems Tuesday night and the Dlst. 219 board Is 
expected to approve It on Monday. 


The computer, an IBM system 370-135, will be housed on 


Oakton's temporary campus, 7900 N. Nagle Ave., Morton 
Grove, and will be used for administrative record keeping, 
classroom Instruction and training of data processing stu- 
dents In both schools. 


GARY SABEN, Oakton director of data processing, said the 


computer cooperative would result In lower costs and im- 
proved service to both schools because they would shore com- 
puter personnel and equipment. He said the cooperative 
would generate a combined savings of about $22,900 the first 
year and about 51,500 every year thereafter. Increased sav- 
ings In tho second year will come from a reduction in data 
processing staff, ho said. 


School officials nope to be using the cooperative computer 


by Oct. 10. 


Additions to the computer system will allow Oakton to add 


a Computerized Vocational Information System (CVIS) to its 
list of student computer services. The system will provide 
students with career information and will be used as a coun- 
seling tool to direct students Into the right occupation.

School district wrapup 
School board hits 
union with letter

Concern over the "negative effects" of teacher union state- 


ments was the theme of a letter sent to parents by the East 
Maine Dlst.- 63 board of education. 


In a letter dated Sept. 10, Board" Pres. Irene Luck said a 


recent statement by the East Maine Education Association 
(EMEA) "caused the board to be deeply concerned." 


The letter included a copy of a six-point program adopted 


by the EMEA to force the school board to negotiate working 
conditions. 


THE PROGRAM calls for teachers to comply,with their 


contracts but to refuse extra duties such as lunchroom super- 
vision and coaching. 
"The board wishes to assure the community that the board 


will make strong efforts to continue the programs... in spite 
of such statements," Mrs. Luck said. 


The letter also includes a Herald article which quotes a 


union leader as telling teachers to "think more In terms of 
guerrilla warfare." 
"The board regrets that some of its staff are supportive of 


a suggestion ... to use so-called 'guerrilla warfare' tactics as 
a solution to their problems," Mrs. Luck said. 


THE LETTER went on to commend "those staff members 


who continue to perform in a professional manner." 


At Tuesday's board meeting, Mrs. Luck said it "wouldn't be 


in the best interests to Involve parents in the specifics of 
negotiations." 


The EMEA responded to the board letter in a statement 


distributed to parents attending the Dist. 63 board meeting. 


The open letter assured parents that the union has "neither 


advocated nor done anything which adversely affects the 
safety or educational well-being of your children." 


In discussing the negotiation sessions, the letter said the 


EMEA proposals had been reduced from 32 items to 13 while 
the board's latest offer "contained seven negotiable items as 
compared to their original list of four." 


The EMEA noted that salaries were not the Issue in the 


negotiations. Teachers are seeking "a voice hi the education- 
al decision-making of our district," according to the letter. 


In other action, the board hired a professional negotiator to 


help in future negotiation sessions. 
2/18b Substantial Enrollment drop 


Enrollment hi East Maine School Dlst. 63 dropped by more 


than 400 pupils from last year according to figures released 
by Dlst. 63 Supt. G. Allan Gogo. 


In a report to the Dlst. 63 board Tuesday night, Gogo said 


there was a substantial decline in enrollment in grades 1 
through 5. The least decline was at the kindergarten level, an 
area where Gogo said he expected a major decline. 


"We fully anticipated a decline in enrollment but not at this 


rate," Gogo said. "The projected decline was in the neighbor- 
hood of 200 children." 


THE FOUR DISTRICTS in Maine Township "opened school 


with more than 1,000 fewer children" from last year, accord- 
ing to Gogo. 


Ho said Dist. 63 will probably lose more pupils as the year 


progresses since enrollment usually drops during the school 
year. 


Gogo said the reduction of teaching positions last spring 


"was well within the limits." He said the district needed only 
a few more teachers to "meet our commitment In terms of 
class size." 
. Gogo had no explanation for the decline In enrollment. 


"One begins to ask all kinds of questions — I just don't 


have any explanation for It. One can hypothesize a whole host 
of reasons," he sold.

Mrs. Salita, of Smirnoff, who generally 
finds Scotches too dry for her taste, likes 
it.

area." The plan, explained at a press 
conference by Sec. of Transportation 
Langhornc Bond, followed a suburban 
scries of hearings that showed "the 
people not only recognize the need for an 
area-wide transportation 
system, but 


that they mandate It." 


"There should be a substantial Im- 


provement In service for both the city 
and suburban areas in and outside Cook 
County," Bond said. "At a minimum, 
that would Include free transfers and a 


reduction In fares to 25 cents In the off- 
peak hours of the CTA. 


"Commuter service to the suburbs 


shall be provided at least at hourly inter- 
vals throughout the day. And, there 
should be bus service that will provide 
double transportation in and among the 
suburbs," Bond said. 


Financing and representation on a pro- 


posed mass transit board were key dis- 
agreement issues between Walker and 
legislators at the summit meeting in the 
Bismarck Hotel. 


Walker's plan calls for a nine-man 


transit board. Four board members 
would be elected in the City of Chicago. 
Two would be elected from suburban 


Cook County. Two would be elected in 
outlying suburbs. The ninth member 
would be appointed by elected board 
members and would serve as chairman.

Village plant which are not part of the 
notional contract. They would not say If 
the local would go back to work when the 
notional contract was approved. 


Grievances Included mandatory over- 


time, promotion within the plant and 
working conditions.

Federal officers arrest 
61 illegal aliens in village 


U. S. Department of Immigration offi- 


cers arrested 61 Illegal aliens In Elk 
Grove Village yesterday. 


The aliens were picked up early in the 


morning, moil of them on their way to 
work In the Industrial park. They were 
held at the Elk Grove Village municipal 
building until officers were able to trans- 
port them to Chicago. 


About 20 Immigration officers took 


part In the arrest. 


Officers said most of the aliens were 


Mexicans, but a few Asian Indians and 
Yugoslavians also were arrested. 


Alva Pllllod, district director of the im- 


migration department, said the aliens 
would be processed downtown. They can 
post bond and if they plan to contest the 


arrest, they will bo provided with attor- 
neys. 


HE SAID MOST Mexican aliens agree 


to return to Mexico voluntarily. Many 
nrcstcd yesterday will probably be sent 
back by bus within a day. 


Pllllod said illegal aliens agree to 


leave rather than bo deported because 
deportation requires them to be con- 
victed of illegal immigration, which Is a 
felony. 


Aliens who leave the United States pay 


their own expenses. The government 
pays to deport people. 


Pilliod said agents frequently go to the 


industrial park after receiving com- 
plaints of Illegal aliens. He said Illegal 
aliens have often been found working in 
the Industrial park. 


Inge and In the Michigan headquarters 
plant refused to comment on the strike. 


THE NATIONAL contract, tentatively 


agreed upon by Chrysler and the UAW, 
calls for no more than one hour per day 
and no more than six days per week of 
m a n d a t o r y overtime. Prior to the 
agreement, workers said they were 
forced to work overtime whenever or- 
dered to do so by the company. Refusal 
to work would be cause for firing, ac- 
cording to the workers. 


The new contract, if ratified, would set 


a limit of nine hours per day, six days a 
week, a total of 54 hours per week, an 
employe would have to work without the 
opportunity of refusing overtime. 


Members of Local 1178, however, said 


they were opposed to the overtime agree- 
ment called for in the national contract 
because it would not benefit them. 


"Sure, it's great for the assembly-line 


worker. They have to work 10 to 12 hours 
a day, six to seven days a week," said 
one of the local strikers. "We already 
have a 54-hour week and we don't like 
it." 


The striking union members work as 


warehouse workers, packers and ship- 
pers In the Elk Grove Village plant. 


THE SERVICE technician school and 


the regional sales office portions of tho 
building are not affected by the strike. 


The strikers said they wanted working 


conditions improved in the plant. They 
said in the summer, temperatures reach 
100 degrees in the warehouse which is 
not air-condltloned and in the winter, 
when loading dock doors are opened, the 
workers have to wear heavy coats to stay 
warm.

Ten employes work under Schaefer. In- 


eluded in that list are carpenters, me- 


chanics, welders and landscapers. Scbae- 
fcr has to be familiar with each area in 
order to make proper decisions. 


HIS JOB GOES farther than the every- 


day tasks of maintenance and grass cut- 
ting and it doesn't end with summer, as 
many people think. 


"We really don't have one really big 


season," said Schaefer. '-The work Is 
spread out over the whole year, although 
things do sometimes get a little hectic if 
it rains a lot In the spring." 


Rain is a constant factor in Schaefer's 


life. Too much rain In the spring delays 
preparations of pools and baseball dia- 
monds while too little rain in summer 
means dead grass and trees. Too much 
rain in the summer hinders new con- 
struction and grass cutting. Too little 
rain In the fall means newly planted 
grass won't germinate.

"We gave up trying to find plans and 


just started building," said Schaefer. 
"You lean how to improvise quickly," he 
said. 


SOMETIMES SCHAEFER and his 


staff find ways of improving new prod- 
ucts. "We had a grass cutting tractor 
last year that kept scalping the turf," 
said Schaefer. "Someone suggested 
changing the skids on the blade housing 
to wheels and that ended the problem," 
he said. 


One of Schaefer's latest problems is a 


rash of vandalism at Elk Grove Village 
park sites. Sometimes small fires are 
set to playground equipment. Other, more 
ingenious pranksters completely dis- 
assemble a piece of equipment, leaving 
the equipment but taking all the nuts and 
bolts, according to Schaefer. 


Although he makes sure the park dis- 


trict's 100 acres of land are in perfect 
order every day, Schaefer admits his 
own lawn, "isn't the best on the block. 
My neighbors would kid me if it was in 
too good shape," said Schaefer. "I 
haven't fertilized my lawn in three 
years."

The charge against the keeper of Sey-

Following the escape of Seymour, a 


harmless rat snake, originally believed 
to be a deadly Egyptian cobra, the vil- 
lage board passed a resolution to assess 
Pearson or his father, Harold, for the 
cost of the search. 


Last week the village sent a bill for 


$1,338 to the Pearson home to cover pa- 
trolmen's and firemen's salaries, equip- 
ment operating costs and the cost of ex- 
terminating the home. 


The resolution states if the Pearsons 


cannot or will not pay the bill, the village 
attorney should Initiate civil action in the 
courts to recover the costs. 


PEARSON YESTERDAY said be bad 


not received the bill He originally told 
The Herald he would not pay the bill, but 
yesterday declined comment on the ad- 
vice of his attorney. 


Earlier he said he would not pay the 


bill because when he contacted police 
three weeks prior to the snake's escape, 
police told him keeping the snake was not 
illegal. He was keeping the snake for a 
friend. 


Buffalo Grove police said they did not 


tell Pearson to get rid of the snake be- 
cause they were given "bad advice" 
from state officials who told them there 
was no law against keeping the reptile. 


VILLAGE PRES. Gary Armstrong 


said yesterday he is not sure what the 
village board will do, now that the 
charge against Pearson has been 
dropped. "The official position of the vil- 
lage board is that we will attempt to col- 
lect the money, but that could change. I 
don't know at this time," he said.

First It was pop wines. Strawberry-fla- 


vored, grape, apple — you name it, a 
wine will be made to taste like it. 


Now, the latest gimmick Is Scotch-fla- 


vored wine. Made by Smirnoff Beverage 
and Import Co., Hartford, Conn., Clan 
Dow is unabashedly geared toward the 
younger drinking set, but it's uncertain 
whether 19-year-olds in Illinois will be 
able to drink It when they gain beer and 
wine drinking privileges Oct. 1. 


"It's what wo call a near Scotch," said 


Shelley Salita of Smirnoffs new products 
division. "It appeals to people who really 
don't like the taste of pure Scotch but 
like to drink it for status — they drink 
Scotch because it's the thing to do, but 
they really can't stand it." 


THE PROBLEM concerning local offi- 


cials is whether Clan Dew is really a 
Scotch or a wine. 


The Smirnoff people insist it's a wine. 


Zimmerman's, a large liquor retailer in 
Chicago, one of two test markets for the 
new product, keeps it on the Scotch shelf. 
And Tom Murphy, executive director of 
the Illinois Liquor Control Commission, 
admits: "I don't know what it is." 


The label on the product Isn't much 


help. It describes Clan Dew as a "spe- 
cialty blend of British wine and malt 
Scotch whiskey." It has a 17 per cent 
alcohol content 


IF THE PRODUCT is considered a 


wine, it will be available, to the newly 
enfranchised drinkers. If it's a Scotch, it 
will go into the glasses of only the 21- 
nnd-up set. 


Murphy says it will be up to local li- 


quor commissioners — in the Northwest 
suburbs, this means the mayors and vil- 
lage presidents — to determine just what 
Clan Dew is. 


Murphy himself hasn't tried it, but 


Mrs. Salita, of Smirnoff, who generally 
finds Scotches too dry for her taste, likes 
It. "It's lovely served in a wine glass 
with an ice cube," she said.

500-room hotel and a merchandise mart, 
planned at Arlington Heights Road and 
the Tollway. 


A variation from the fire limits would 


not remove the trade center from Arling- 
ton Heights' fire protection responsibility 
and could be a contributing factor to a 
change In the overall fire Insurance rat- 
Ing for the village. 


The community's fire insurance rating 


affects the rates that homeowners and 
businessmen pay for fire insurance. 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS NOW has a 


Class 5 insurance rating, well above av- 
erage for municipalities in Cook County. 


Arlington Heights fire limits are deter- 


mined by zoning and density. All zoning 
classes, except those for low density, 
single-family houses, ordinarily are con- 
sidered to be within the village fire lim- 
its, and buildings within these areas 
must be built of highly fire resistant ma- 
terials. 


For example, wood-frame construction 


is prohibited within the fire limits. 


A representative of the Insurance Ser- 


vices Office of Illinois, which establishes 
insurance ratings for municipalities, said 
that exempting the trade center from the 
fire limits, by Itself, probably would not 
change Arlington Heights' Class 5 rating. 


But building code requirements for the 


complex would be considered along with 
many other factors, he said. 


A variation could have a greater effect 


on Elk Grove Village since the Northwest 
Tollway will serve as a 300-foot-wide fire 
barrier between the convention center 
and the rest of Arlington Heights. 


LT. CHARLES HENRICI of the Elk 


Grove Village fire prevention bureau, 
said yesterday that fire limits are gener- 
ally applied to closely built up areas and 
that "a relatively fire-safe building could 
be built outside the fire limits." The Elk 
Grove industrial park is outside the fire 
limits, he said. 


However, Henrici said he could not 


speak officially for Elk Grove Village 
since Arlington Heights' contemplated 
annexation of the convention center site 
at the southeast comer of Arlington 
Heights Road and the Tollway has.been 
a matter of contention between the two 
villages. 


Seeking a variation "from Arlington 


Heights' fire limits was "probably a le- 
gitimate request," he said, provided that 
certain other building code requirements 
were enforced. 


Arlington Heights Fire Chief John Hay- 


den said at a Sept. 7 meeting between 
Rlntz and village officials that be did not 
object to the buildings being taken out of 
the fire limits because the tollway sepa- 
rated the project from other devel- 
opment areas. 


He emphasized at the meeting, how- 


ever, that all phases of fire safety at the 
$65 million convention center will have to 
be planned carefully in order not to wor- 
sen the village's overall insurance rat- 
ing. 


THE RATING IS based on several con- 


ditions within the village Including water 
supply, fire department equipment, fire 
alarm systems, fire prevention, building 
codes and the structural condition of 
buildings within the municipality. 


A major development outside the fire 


limits would be considered along with 
many other factors. 


Arlington Heights is one of 22 commu- 


nities among the 160 municipalities in 
Cook County that now has a Class 5 fire 
insurance rating. Only 11 communities in 
the county bad a better rating. 


Water supply and storage for the con- 


vention center sufficient to meet the fire 
protection minimum recommended by 
the Insurance Services Office also has 
been an issue in negotiations with the 
trade center developer. 


A minimum fire fighting capacity of 


4,500 gallons per minute for four hours 
has been recommended. 


Without the construction of an addition- 


al water storage unit, the village system 
could supply only 3,000 gallons per min- 
ute In that area, according to Village En- 
gineer Allen Sander. 


THE VILLAGE IS now drilling a new 


deep water well just north of the Tollway 
and the possibility of a jointly financed 
water reservoir in the area has been pro- 
posed. 


Rlntz has objected to suggestions that 


he include a Itt-mlllion gallon reservoir 
in the complex, saying that the storage is 
not needed and the cost could not be re- 
couped through lower insurance pre- 
miums. 


In total, Rlntz said free prevention 


measures required now by Arlington 
Heights will add $2 million more to the 
cost of building the convention center 
than if it were to be developed in either 
Elk Grove Village or unincorporated 
Cook County. 


The subject of the fire limits variation 


will be discussed at an as yet unsche- 
duled commlttee-of-the-whole meeting of 
the Arlington Heights Village Board.

financing a six-county transit district on 
Icglslntlvc approval of a state lottery, In- 
crcnsort vehicle taxes, release of Cross- 
town Expressway funds and a possible 
parking tax. 


House Speaker

It-Park Forest, again argued for use of a 
hnlf-c-nt sntcs tax to finance the plan. 


WALKER, WHO vetoed Blair's mass 


transit bill this week, unveiled, for the 
first time, his program to relieve the 
'' c r I s 1 s-to-crlsls public transportation 
problem in the Chicago metropolitan 
area." The plan, explained at a press 
conference by Sec. of Transportation 
Langhornc Bond, followed a suburban 
scries of hearings that showed "the 
people not only recognize the need for an 
area-wide transportation system, but 
that they mandate It." 


"There should be a substantial Im- 


provement In service for both the city 
and suburban areas In and outside Cook 
County," Bond said. "At a minimum, 
that would Include free transfers and a 


reduction In fares to 25 cents In the off- 
peak hours of the CTA. 


"Commuter service to the suburbs 


shall be,provided at least at hourly Inter- 
vals throughout the day. And, there 
should be bus service that will provide 
double transportation In and among the 
suburbs," Bond said. 


Financing and representation on a pro- 


posed mass transit board were key dis- 
agreement issues between Walker and 
legislators at the summit meeting in the 
Bismarck Hotel. 


Walker's plan calls for a nine-man 


transit board. Four board members 
would be elected in the City of Chicago. 
Two would be elected from suburban 


Cook County. Two would be elected in 
outlying suburbs. The ninth member 
would be appointed by elected board 
members and would serve as chairman.

"should not specify particular taxes," 
Walker's plan stated. The board could 
impose motor vehicle taxes. Other taxes, 
except income and real estates, could be 
levied only after a referendum.

WALKER ESTIMATED that first-year 


cost of the RTA would be $148 million.

Palatine library officials approved II- 


• nal building plans last night in prepara- 


tion for a $1.3 million referendum to fi- 
nance construction of a new library at 
Bcnton Street south of Northwest High- 
way. 


The final step before a referendum 


date can be set will be village board ap- 
proval of tho plans for the referendum. A 
special supper meeting between library 
board members and village trustees Is 
tentatively set for Oct. 1 at 6 p.m. to 
review the plans and costs of the pro- 
posed structure. 


Referendum budget figures approved 


last night anticipate the actual building 
cost at $1,056,000, or $33 per square foot. 
Other Items In the budget Include $35,000 
for .site Improvements, $20,000 for land- 
scaping, $100,000 for furnishings, $80,000 
for architects' fees and $9,000 for legal, 
fiscal, and administrative fees and costs. 


If voters approve the new library, con- 


struction may start as soon as spring. 
Library board members are hoping for a 
late October vote date, depending on 
when village trustees approve the refer- 
endum. As a branch of village govern- 
ment, the library board must get the fi- 
nal go-ahead from the village board. 


BB-gun vandals strike 
Winston Park once again 


It has happened again. More than 15 


resident* of the Winston Park subdivi- 
sion In Palatine will face bills of up to 
$250 cnch to replace car windows shot 
out by BB-loting vandals. 


The latest damage occurred last week- 


end, but it was only one In a scries of 
lalu-nlRht shooting sprees aimed at the 
subdivision. Less than six months ago, a 
similar chain of window-breakings hit 
Winston Park, and In January, cars in 
four area villages were damaged by van- 
dals with the BB guns. 


Twn weeks ago, Palatine police nabbed 


two juveniles armed with spray paint 
cans and soap. The two youths had alle- 
gedly hit 15 cars with the paint and soap. 


Police have been unable to halt the re- 


curring hit-and-run shooting Incidents. So 
far, regular patrols of the neighborhoods 
have not resulted in arrests of the BB 
vandals. The damage usually goes unno- 
ticed until the next morning, when the 
unwary auto owner notices the broken 
window. 


Few methods exist to prevent the dam- 


age to autos, short of keeping all cars in 
garages or outlawing BB guns. 


One local church has "removed the 


temptation" from rock-bearing youths 
who persistently broke their colored 
glass windows. Church members are in 
the process of installing shatterproof 
plastic planes In place of the 78 more vul- 
nerable glass. 


PLANS FOR tho library call for a 


main entrance facing cast onto Benton 
Street. Tho two-story structure will In- 
clude adult and children book sections, a 
conference room, meeting room, admin- 
istrative offices, processing room, ga- 
rage for a book-mobile and an art gal- 
lery-lobby. 


Half of the lower level of the building 


would be left partially unfinished, closed 
off by a temporary partition', for future 
expansion. 


Present library facilities at 149 "N. 


Brockway St., Palatine, are housed in a 
remodeled brick residence. Library offi- 
cials say the building is cramped and In- 
sufficient to serve the village's growing 
population. The library moved into the 
home in 195B, with an addition built Ih 
the 19808. 


The new library is being planned to 


handle Palatine's population over a 20- 
year period. Because of space limitations 
in the current building, the Palatine-li- 
brary staff has been restricted 
from 


keeping up with state standards for tho 
number of books recommended for the 
size area served by the library.

Students learn how to 'sell themselves9

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personality, talents and skills in a mock 
job interview. 


Bob and 36 other students in HERO, 


the Home Economics Related Occupa- 
tions Program at Palatine, learned the 
ins and outs of job hunting in three days 
of mock interviews with five employers 
from local businesses. The Interviews 
were combined with classroom dis- 
cussions about careers, attitudes toward 
work, and the qualities most employers 
look for in a job applicant. 


For many of the students the inter- 


views were their first experience in 
meeting the working world head on and 
their reactions ranged from fright to in- 
difference. 


"I was scared," said Linda Engue, "I 


didn't know what to think. I felt more 
nervous after I was done. I know I 
should have said certain things I didn't 
say." 


Janet Moss said she wasn't scared. "I 


didn't think it was that bad at all - 
maybe it's because I know it isn't true." 


WHATEVER THE reaction, all the in- 


terviews were recorded on video tape 
and students will watch the tape and 
hopefully correct their mistakes. 


Sue Poston, HERO advisor, said the 


taped interviews with real employers let 
students see more interview techniques 
than they would see by watching a Hun. 
They also give the student a chance to 
practice interviews. "It's more realis- 
tic," she said. "They have been able to 
see themselves as other people see 
them." 


"We find that young people are very 


qualified but are Inexperienced in selling 
themselves to an employer," said Mrs. 
Poston. "Most students don't think about 
what they want to do" and the interview 
often shocks them into reality. High 
school juniors and seniors are at a 
changing level of maturity, she said. 
Some students are in the child's world 
and haven't decided whether they an go- 
Ing to be adults but others take life very 


seriously and are concerned about get- 
ting into the right job, she said. 


Mrs. Poston tells her class some rea- 


sons why people aren't hired such as 
lack of enthusiasm, lack of confidence, 
and a poor attitude toward authority. Ef- 
ficiency, personal appearance and man- 
ners are also important, she said. 


IN COACHING students for the mock 


interviews, Mrs. Poston told them to look 
for the reason behind the question. 
"What is he really looking for when he 
asks you what are your hobbies?" she 
said. 


Bob was surprised by some questions 


in his interview with the manager of a 
M c D o n a l d ' s restaurant in Arlington 
Heights. "It was difficult. I've never 
been Interviewed like that before." he 
said. He was asked whether his parents 
knew he was looking for a job, why he 
docs poorly in math, why he wants to 
leave his present job and he was told to 
cut his hair. 


The interview was "pretty thorough," 


said Bob. Some students objected to 
being asked personal questions, he said, 
but "the guy has to know it" Bob said 
he wasn't offended by being told to cut 
his long hair. "I had to get my hair cut 
for my last job," he said, and "I 
wouldn't mind getting it cut again."

"It appeals to people who really 
don't like the taste of pure Scotch but 
like to drink It for status — they drink 
Scotch bccauso'lt's the thing to do, but 
they really can't stand It." 


THE PROBLEM concerning local offi- 


cials is whether Clan Dew Is really a 
Scotch or o wlno. 


The Smirnoff people Insist it's a wine. 


Zimmerman's, a largo liquor retailer In 
Chicago, one of two test markets for the 


new product, keeps it on the Scotch shelf. 
And Tom Murphy, executive director of 
the Illinois Liquor Control Commission, 
admits: "I don't know what it Is." 


The label on the product Isn't much 


help. It describes Clan Dew as a "spe- 
cialty blend of British wine and malt 
Scotch whiskey." It has a 17 per cent 
alcohol content. 


IF THE PRODUCT Is considered a 


wine, it will be available to the newly 
enfranchised drinkers. If it's a Scotch, It 
will go into the glasses of only the 21- 
and-lip set. 


Murphy says it will be up to local li- 


quor commissioners — in the Northwest 
suburbs, this means the mayors and vil- 
lage presidents — to determine just what 
Clan Dew is. 


Murphy himself hasn't tried it, but 


Mrs. Salitn, of Smirnoff, who generally 
finds Scotches too dry for her taste, likes 
It. "It's lovely served in a wine glass 
with on ice cube," she said.

State subsidy to keep MRB Ranch open 


Scotch or ivine? Or maybe 
'near scotch?' No one knows 


First it was pop wines. Strawberry-fla- 


vored, grape, applo — you name It, a 
wine will bo made to taste like It. 


Now, the latest gimmick is Scotch-fla- 


vored wine. Made by Smirnoff Beverage 
and Import Co., Hartford, Conn., Clan 
Dew b unabashedly geared toward the 
younger drinking set, but It's uncertain 
whether 19-year-olds in Illinois will be 
able to drink It when they gain beer and 
wine drinking privileges Oct. 1. 


"It's what wo call a near Scotch," said 


Shelley Sallta of Smirnoff's new products 
division. "It appeals to people who really 
don't like the taste of pure Scotch but 
like to drink It for status — they drink 
Scotch because it's the thing to do, but 
they really can't stand It." 


THE PROBLEM concerning local offi- 


cials Is whether Clan Dew Is really a 
Scotch or a wine. 


The Smirnoff people insist It's a wine. 


Zimmerman's, a large liquor retailer in 
Chicago, ono of two test markets for the 


new product, keeps It on the Scotch shelf. 
And Tom Murphy, executive director of 
the Illinois Liquor Control Commission, 
admits: "I don't know what it is." 


The label on the product Isn't much 


help. It describes Clan Dew as a "spe- 
cialty blend of British wine and malt 
Scotch whiskey." It has a 17 per cent 
alcohol content. 


IF THE PRODUCT Is considered a 


wine, it will be available to the newly 
enfranchised drinkers. If it's a Scotch, it 
will go into the glasses of only the 21- 
and-up set. 


Murphy says It will be up to local li- 


quor commissioners — in the Northwest 
suburbs, this means the mayors and vil- 
lage presidents — to determine Just what 
Clan Dew Is. 


Murphy himself hasn't tried It,'but 


Mrs. Sallta, of Smirnoff, who generally 
finds Scotches too dry for her taste, likes 
it. "It's lovely served in a wine glass 
with an ice cube," she said.

The MRB Ranch, a residential home in 


unincorporated Palatine for boys who 
are state wards, will remain open despite 
earlier talk of closing the doors. 


The 18-acre ranch next to Deer Grove 


Forest Preserve, was operating on a rate 
of $40 a day per child and was receiving 
the state rate of $19.60. Because of a 
heavy fiscal loss, officials at the ranch 
threatened to close down operations be- 
cause of the lack of state funds. 


However, state officials upped the rate 


by about $5 dally for each child after a 
three-man team from the Illinois State 
Department of Children and Family Ser- 
vices visited the ranch last week and 
recommended the increase. 


"The increase was based on a 2%-hour 


visit," said Tun Dempsey, who heads 
evaluating institutions for the depart- 
ment. "We thought it (MRB Ranch) was 
very impressive and felt that the depart- 
ment really needed the services they of- 
fered." 


BUT THE NEW Increased rates will be 


temporary until Jan. 1 when officials will 
establish the final rate based on a thor- 
ough evaluation. Officials from various 
state agencies will conduct the eval- 
u a t i o n s , assessing the institutions 
strengths and weakness and determining 
the rate, Dempsey said.

Last year the ranch lost $44,000 which 


was absorbed by the owner, Milroy R. 
Blowitz, whom the ranch was named af- 
ter. "It was an untenable loss," said 
Blowitz, a retired lawyer. "I could stom- 
ach a $20,000 loss, but not that." 


IN ORDER TO minimize further finan- 


cial loss, officials at the ranch have 
made cutbacks, including the payroll of 
their eight employes and seasonal help.

"We're looking Into all sorts of ways to 


keep costs down," said Rosemary Blow- 
itz."

The strike against Chrysler Corp. will 


not bo settled until at least Saturday, ac- 
cording to United Auto Workers (UAW) 
picketing a local plant.

striking the Chrysler regional office at 
2300 S. Bussc Rd., Elk Grove Village. 


Workers said the national contract will 


not bo submitted to local unions for rati- 
fication until Saturday. Even If the na- 
tional contract Is. approved, local unions 
can still remain on strike against local 
plants. 


The members of Local 1178 said they 


had grievances against the Elk Grovo 
Village plant which are not part of the 
national contract. They would not say If 
the local would go back to work when the 
national contract was approved. 


Grievances Included mandatory over- 


time, promotion within the plant and 
working conditions. 


Chrysler officials at the Elk Grove Vil- 


lage and In the Michigan headquarters 


plant refused to comment on the strike. 


THE NATIONAL contract, tentatively 


agreed upon by Chrysler and the UAW, 
calls for no more than ono hour per day 
and no more than six days per week of 
m a n d a t o r y overtime. Prior to the 
agreement, workers sold they were 
forced to work overtime whenever or- 
dered to do so by the company. Refusal 
to work would bo cause for firing, ac- 
cording to the workers. 


The new contract, if ratified, would set 


a limit of nine hours per day, six days a 
week, a total of 54 hours per week, an 
employe would have to work without the 
opportunity of refusing overtime. 


Members of Local 1178, however, said 


they were opposed to the overtime agree- 
ment called for In the national contract 
because It would not benefit them. 


"Sure, It's great for the assembly-line

The MRB.Ranch opened last August as 


a residence for emotionally disturbed 


boys. Licensed to accommodate 12 boys 
who are wards of the state, officials be- 
gan making other arrangements for each 
person due to the closing of the home. 


"We even applied to be foster parents 


of two of the boys," said Mrs. Blowitz. 
The group of boys picketed two weeks 
ago in Chicago in an attempt to keep 
their homes. 


"WE LIVE LIKE A family and we 


want to give them a sense of what life, 
real life is all about,"'said Mrs. Jacob- 
son. "It's a home to them, not an in- 
stitution." 


At the MRB Ranch, each boy, ranging 


from 13 to 17 years old, is given a horse, 
and is provided with swimming pool and 
tennis court facilities. Six boys live in a 
cottage unit and are provided with two 
"cottage parents."

Promises 
of hourly public trans- 


portation, improved and doubled subur- 
ban bus service and decreased off-hour 
fares In the Loop were reduced to a mes- 
sage of Increased taxes during a mass 
transit summit meeting in Chicago 
Wednesday. 


Gov. Daniel Walker pinned hopes for 


financing a six-county transit district on 
legislative approval of a state lottery, In- 
creased vehicle taxes, release of Cross- 
town Expressway funds and a possible 
parking tax. 


House Speaker W. Robert Blair, 


R-Park Forest, again argued for use of a 
half-cent sales tax to finance the plan. 


WALKER, WHO vetoed Blair's mass 


transit bill this week, unveiled, for the 
first time, his program to relieve the 
" c r I s 1 s-to-crisls public transportation 
problem in the Chicago metropolitan 
area." The plan, explained at a press 
conference by Sec. of Transportation 
Langhorne Bond, followed a suburban 
scries of hearings that showed "the 
people not only recognize the need for an 
area-wide transportation system, but 
that they mandate it." 


"There should be a substantial im- 


provement In service for both the city 
and suburban areas in and outside Cook 
County," Bond said. "At a minimum, 
that would Include free transfers and a 


reduction In fares to 25 cents in the off- 
peak hours of the CTA. 


"Commuter service to the suburbs 


shall be provided at least at hourly inter- 
vals throughout the day. And, there 
should be bus service that will provide 
double transportation in and among the 
suburbs," Bond said. 


Financing and representation on a pro- 


posed mass transit board were key dis- 
agreement issues between Walker and 
legislators at the summit meeting in the 
Bismarck Hotel. 


Walker's plan calls for a nine-man 


transit board. Four board members 
would be elected in the City of Chicago. 
Two would be elected from suburban 


Cook County. Two would be elected in 
outlying suburbs. The ninth member 
would be appointed by elected board 
members and would serve as chairman.

"should not specify particular taxes," 
Walker's plan stated. The board could 
Impose motor vehicle taxes. Other taxes, 
except Income and real estates, could be 
levied only after a referendum. 


Additional funding would come from a 


Lottery 
receipts from the six-county area would 
produce $60 million for the RTA, Walker 
said. 


Bond labeled more than $1.1 billion In 


Crosstown Expressway funds "a golden 


opportunity for very large amounts of 
capital funds for new service and new 
equipment." The funds could be released 
for the mass transit system if Mayor 
Richard Daley approves. 


Daley suggested a compromise method 


of naming board members that drew 
support from Walker. 


The Chicago mayor called for appoint- 


ment of board members, but approval of 
tax levies by county boards in the RTA. 


Walker told Daley, Blair, Sen. Cecil 


Partee, Rep. Clyde Choate and county 
board president George Dunne that the 
vetoed Blair bill is a "problem In our 
approach to government" Blair pro- 


posed an appointed board authorized to 
levy taxes. 


"If an appointed board were created, it 


would be the first time in the history of 
the state that a governmental unit was 
given power to levy taxes without elect- 
ion of governing officials, referendum on 
its creation and a referendum on the tax- 
es Imposed," Walker's plan stated. 


WALKER ESTIMATED that first-year 


cost of the RTA would be $148 million. 
More than $90 million would go to the 
CTA, about $18.4 would be for commuter 
railroads and $3 million would go to sub- 
urban bus lines.

was charged with six counts of bribery. 


Friedman and Rose were charged with 


bribing former FHA loan specialist John 
J. Zoch and former FHA construction su- 
pervisor Timothy Counlhan. Both Zoch 
and Counlhan have been convicted of ac- 
cepting bribes. Zoch had been sentenced 
to three years' probation and Counlhan 
was sentenced to one year in prison and 
four years on probation. 


Friedman and Rose were accused of 


bribing Zoch and Counlhan to obtain fa- 
vorable treatment in processing of pa- 
pers concerning housing and approval in 
FHA Inspections of homes built by their 
respective firms. 


Rose and Mentzen were charged with 


bribing Zoch to provide special treat- 
ment of housing built by Phillips' Con- 
struction. 


Zoch and Counlhan were expected to 


cooperate with the prosecution in trial of 
tho bribery cose. 


The indictments of Friedman, Rose 


and Mentzen brought to 60 the number of 
persons indicted in an investigation of 
the FHA by the U.S. attorney's office.

THE SERVICE technician school and 


the regional sales office portions of the 
building are not affected by the strike. 


The strikers said they wanted working 


conditions improved in the plant. They 
said in the summer, temperatures reach 
100 degrees in the warehouse which is 
not air-conditioned and in the winter, 
when loading dock doors are opened, the 
workers have to wear heavy coats to stay 
warm. 


Workers said they wanted to be given 


notice when openings were available for 
office jobs and other promotions in the 
plant. They are also opposed to suddenly 
placing restrictive requirements for pro- 
motion, such as requiring a college de- 
gree, to prevent workers from advancing 
to office jobs. 


Current pay scale for local 1178 totals 


$4.75 per hour, including a cost of living 
raise. The workers expect to receive 
$5.10 to $5.15 per hour when the strike is 
settled.

Nineteen-year-olds In Mount Prospect 


toon will be able to hoist a mug of beer 
or sip a glass of wine In local estab- 
lishments. 


The drinking age for beer and wine 


was officially lowered from 21 to 19 this 
week by village trustees, effective Oct. 1, 
when a similar state law goes Into effect. 


The 5-to-l vote on the measure followed 


debate on several options available to the 
village: 


• Maintaining the present 21-nnd-up 


provisions for buying or drinking alcohol- 
ic beverages, Including beer and wine. 
This option would hove the likely effect 
of driving I0-nnd 20-year-olds 
from 


Mount Prospect to neighboring commu- 
nities where beer and wlno would be 
available to them. 


• Following the state's lead in lowering 


the drinking age to 19 for beer and wine 
only. This measure — the one adopted — 
will produce headaches for local tavern 
owners to keep track of which customers 
can be served hard liquors and which 
can bo given only beer and wine. ' 


• Going a step further than the slate 


*ml reducing the consumption ago for 
all alcoholic beverages to 19. This would 
lake the tavern owners off the hook, but 
It would also draw area wide 19-and 20-

Trustee George B. Anderson, who cast 


the lone vote against lowering the con- 
sent age, argued that allowing 19-and 20 
year-olds to drink beer and wine will en- 
courage 16-and 15-year-olds to try to se- 
cure drinks. 


Mayor Robert D. Telchcrt endorsed an 


across-the-board lowering of the drinking 
ago to 19, but feared the village would 
wind up In court "testing home rule pow- 
ers needlessly." 


If allowing 19-and 20-year-olds to drink 


and purchase beer and wino Is "as oner- 
ous in theory as it sounds," he said, 
"there Is nothing to prevent us as a 
home rule community from coming back 
and raising the law. If we have the pow- 
er to dn it noxv, we have the power to do 
It then." 


TRUSTEE RICHARD N. Hendricks 


suggested that permitting 19-year-olds to 
legally drink beer and wine may have 
the effect of "decreasing the want." 


Village Atty. John J. Zlmmermann 


said he had no feelings about what the 
legal drinking age should be, but said 
that from a legal standpoint, the consent 
age for all alcoholic beverages should bo 
the same, whether It Is 21 or 19. He 
posed the problem: "How do you enforce 
it?"

The ISO-acre golf course on Euclid Ave- 
nue is the subject of an annexation peti- 
tion before Mount Prospect. 


Gilllgan also appeared upset because 


.the Mount Prospect board also ques- 
tioned PHIA plans to incorporate part of 
PalWaukee Airport.

No UAW strike answer before Sat.

The strike against Chrysler Corp. win 


not be settled until at least Saturday, ac- 
cording to United Auto Workers (UAW) 
picketing a local plant. 


About 120 members of Local 1178 are 


striking the Chrysler regional office at 
2200 S. Busse Rd., Elk Grove Village. 


Workers said the national contract will 


not be submitted to local unions for rati- 
fication until Saturday. Even if the na- 
tional contract Is approved, local unions 
can still remain on strike against local 
plants. 


The members of Local 1178 said they 


had grievances against the Elk Grove 
Village plant which are not part of the 
national contract. They would not say if 
the local would go back to work when the 
national contract was approved. 


Grievances Included mandatory over- 


time, promotion within the plant and 
working conditions. 


Chrysler officials at the Elk Grove Vil- 


lage and in the Michigan headquarters 
plant refused to comment on the strike. 


THE NATIONAL contract, tentatively 


agreed upon by Chrysler and the UAW, 
calls for no more than one hour per day 
and no more than six days per week of 
m a n d a t o r y overtime. Prior to the 
agreement, workers said they were 
forced to work overtime whenever or- 
dered to do so by the company. Refusal 
to work would be cause for firing, ac- 
cording to the workers. 


The new contract, if ratified, would set 


a limit of nine hours per day, six days a 
week, a total of 54 hours per week, an 
employe would have to work without the 
opportunity of refusing overtime. 


Members of Local 1178, however, said 


they were opposed to the overtime agree- 
ment called for in the national contract 
because it would not benefit them. 


"Sure, it's great for the assembly-line 


worker. They have to work 10 to 12 hours 
a day, six to seven days a week," sold 
one of the local strikers. "We already 
have a 54-hour week and we .don't like 
It." 


The striking union members work as 


warehouse workers, packers and ship- 
pers in the Elk Grove Village plant. 


THE SERVICE technician school and 


the regional sales office portions of the 
building are not affected by the strike. 


The strikers said they wanted working 


conditions improved in the plant. They

Glaucoma tests set 
in Prospect Heights 


Testing for glaucoma, a hardness of 


the eyeball which causes vision impair- 
ment or blindness, will be available in 
Prospect Heights next week. 


The Lions Club will sponsor testing for 


glaucoma from 6 to 8:30 p.m. Monday 
and Tuesday at a mobile unit stationed 
at Elmhurst and Camp McDonald roads. 
The unit will be manned by a profes- 
sional staff from the Illinois Society for 
the Prevention of Blindness. 


The test is free and is particularly rec- 


ommended for persons over 35 years of 
age, who are most vulnerable to glauc- 
oma. The disease can be present in early 
stages without exhibiting symptoms.

It-Park Forest, again argued for use of u 
half-cent sales tax to finance the plan. 


WALKER, WHO vetoed Blair's mass 


transit bill this week, unveiled, for the 
first time, his program to relieve the 
" c r I s 1 s-to-crlsls public transportation 
problem in the Chicago metropolitan 
area." The plan, explained at a press 
conference by Sec. of Transportation 
Langhorne Bond, followed a suburban 
scries of hearings that showed "the 
people not only recognize the need for an 
area-wide transportation system, but 
that they mandate It." 


"There should be a substantial Im- 


provement In service for both the city 
and suburban areas In and outside Cook 
County," Bond said. "At a minimum, 
that would include free transfers and a 


reduction In fares to 25 cents in the off- 
peak hours of the CTA. 


"Commuter service to the suburbs 


shall be provided at least at hourly inter- 
vals throughout the day. And, there 
should be bus service that will provide 
double transportation in and among the 
suburbs," Bond said. 


Financing and representation on a pro- 


posed mass transit board were key dis- 
agreement Issues between Walker and 
legislators at the summit meeting In the 
Bismarck Hotel. 


Walker's plan calls for a nine-man 


transit board. Four board members 
would be elected in the City of Chicago. 
Two would be elected from suburban 


Cook County. Two would be elected in 
outlying suburbs. The ninth member 
would be appointed by elected board 
members and would serve as chairman.

"should not specify particular taxes," 
Walker's plan stated. The board could 
impose motor vehicle taxes.

Fire prevention cuts proposed 
Cheaper materials for Trade Center?

The developer of the Chlcago-O'Hnrc 


International Trade Center Is seeking to 
save $2 million In construction cost by 
using less fire-resistant building mate- 
rials than would normally be required. 


D. J. Kintz & Associates have re- 


quested a 
variation 
from 
Arlington 


Heights' fire limits In order to use cheap- 
er construction materials in a planned 
400,000-squarc-foot 
exhibit 
hall, 
a 


500-room hotel and a merchandise mart, 
planned at Arlington Heights Road and 
the Tallway. 


A variation from the fire limits would 


not remove the trade center from Arling- 
ton Heights' (ire protection responsibility 
and could be a contributing factor to a 
change In the overall fire Insurance rat-_ 
Ing for the village. 


The community's fire Insurance rating 


affects the rates that homeowners and 
businessmen pay for fire Insurance. 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS NOW has a 


Class 5 Insurance rating, well above av- 
erage for municipalities In Cook County. 


Arlington Heights fire limits are deter- 


mined by zoning and density. All zoning 
classes, except those for low density, 
single-family houses, ordinarily are con- 
sidered to be within the village fire Jim- 
Its, and buildings within these areas 
must bo built of highly fire resistant ma- 
terials. 


For example, wood-frame construction 


is prohibited within the fire limits. 


A representative of the Insurance Ser-. 


vices Office of Illinois, which establishes 
Insurance ratings for municipalities, said 
that exempting the trade center from the 
fire limits, by Itself, probably would not 
change Arlington Heights' Class 5 rating.

assistance In removing Mrs. Wantland's 
car from his driveway. When officers ap- 
proached her car, she allegedly locked 
the doors and sped off. 


Pollco reportedly pursued her car 


south on Chicago Avenue at speeds up to 


55 m.p.h. 


SHE THEN TURNED onto Yale and 


then ran a stop sign at Oakton, police 
sold. She proceeded on Yale to North- 
west Highway where she ran another 
stop sign, police said.

Grove Village fire prevention bureau, 
said yesterday that fire limits are gener- 
ally applied to closely built up areas and 
that "a relatively fire-safe building could 
be built outside the fire limits." The Elk 
Grove Industrial park is outside the fire 
limits, he said. 


However, Henrlci said he could not 


speak officially for Elk Grove, Village 
since Arlington Heights' contemplated' 
annexation of the convention center site 
at the; southeast corner of Arlington 
Heights Road and the Tollway has been 
a matter of contention between the two 
villages. 


Seeking a variation from Arlington 


Heights' fire limits was "probably a le- 
gitimate request," he said, provided that 
certain other building code requirements 
were enforced. 


Arlington Heights Fire Chief John Hay- 


den said at a Sept. 7 meeting between 
Rlntz and village officials that he did not 
object to the buildings being taken out of 
the firo limits because the tollway sepa- 
rated the project from other devel-' 
opment areas. 


He emphasized at the meeting, how- 


ever, that all phases of fire safety at the 
$65 million convention center will have to 
be planned carefully In order not to wor- 
sen the village's overall Insurance rat- 
Ing. 


THE RATING IS based on several con- 


ditions within the village Including water 
supply, fire department equipment, fire 
alarm systems, fire prevention, building 


codes and the structural condition of 
buildings within the municipality. 


A major development outside the fire 


limits would be considered along with 
many other factors. 


Arlington Heights Is one of 22 commu- 


nities among the 160 municipalities In 
Cook County that now has a Class 5 fire 
Insurance rating. Only 11 communities in 
the county had a better rating. 


Water supply and storage for the con- 


vention center sufficient to meet the fire 
protection minimum recommended by 
the Insurance Services Office also has 
been an issue In negotiations with the 
trade center developer. 


A minimum fire fighting capacity of 


4,500 gallons per minute for four hours 
has been recommended. 


Without the construction of an addition- 


al water storage unit, the village system 
could supply only 3,000 gallons per min- 
ute In that area, according to Village En- 
gineer Allen Sander. 


THE VILLAGE IS now drilling a new 


deep water well Just north of the Tollway 
and the possibility of a jointly financed 
water reservoir In the area has been pro- 
posed. 


Rlntz has objected to suggestions that 


he include a ih-miUlon gallon reservoir 
in the complex, saying that the storage Is 
not needed and the cost could not be re- 
couped through lower Insurance pre- 
miums. 


In total, Rintz said free prevention 


measures required now by Arlington 
Heights will add $2 million more to the 
cost of building the convention center 
than If It were to be developed in either 
Elk Grove Village or unincorporated 
Cook County.

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Rec Park hassles: kids 
tell their side of story 


EDITOR'S NOTE: In any town, 


parks are a natural gathering spot 
for kids who have nowhere else to 
go. And sometimes when they leave, 
behind them lies a troll of broken 
windows, paint spattered buildings 
and thousands of dollars In damage. 
Last weekend, vandals hit the Rccre- 
atlon Park field house, 500 E. Miner, 
causing $2,500 damage, before sev- 
eral youths were arrested. 


Why does this happen? Herald 


staff writer Joe Swlckard went Into 
the parks this week to talk In some 
of the juveniles responsible for the 
melee at Recreation Park. 
• * *

10:15 on a chilly Tuesday night, 


and the last kids lounged on the steps 
of the field house with boarded-up 
windows and doors. Their hands are 
in their denim jackets, frosted breath 
above their heads. Nowhere to go 
and nothing to do and nobody under- 
stands them. 


They had been standing around the 


steps all night. There was a plywood 
backdrop where a glass door used to 
be. A spray-painted commentary on 
the park director already defaced the 
temporary repairs. 


A blonde girl, about 16 with open 


blue eyes, said, "Now people are go- 
ing to get all upset and try to save 
the kids at Recreation Park. Like 
we're drug-using rowdies, or some- 
thing. Well, there are drugs where 
there are people. Kids light up joints 
between classes. We -just got tired of 
not getting anywhere, that's all." 


THE KIDS WHO hang around Rec- 


reation Park, 500 E. Miner, don't like 
the way they're being treated. They 
.felt they were getting a raw deal 
from park district personnel, so they 
showed their displeasure by breaking 
110 windows in the park buildings 
over the weekend. 


Mitch detached himself from the 


crowd and walked to the side of the 
building to tell his side of the week- 
end confrontation. He began with a 
personal denunciation of the park's 
recreation director. He related sev- 
eral horror stories In quick succes- 


sion. They were allegations of harsh 
treatment of youths who gather in 
the park. 


Ron Dodd, park district superin- 


tendent of recreation, said of the 
R e c r e a t i o n Park director, Bill 
Munns, "Is basically an unassuming 
guy. Naturally, he's going to defend 
himself If someone tries to get physi- 
cal and beat the crap out of him." 


Reduced to their common deno- 


minator, the complaints center on the 
manner in which the director en- 
forces the laws and park district or- 
dinances. It seems he enforces the 
rules hard and fast — especially the 
ones banning drugs and liquor in the 
parks. 


"WE JUST GOT fed up. When he 


started grabbing our buddies for no 
reason, we got teed off. We'd tried 
everything we could to get rid of him 
'cause he doesn't understand kids. So 
things happened, you know," Mitch 
said. 


The buddy "got grabbed" during a 


scuffle when the director and another 
park employe tried to confiscate beer 
and marijuana from some of the 
kids. Soon the rocks were flying at 
the windows. 


"He thinks he's the king here, or 


something. You know, like it's his 
own thing and all. That's no reason 
to be beatin' up on kids. He's an adult 
and he should control himself." 


Another youth approached on a bi- 


cycle to give another example of 
how, he contends, the director lost 
control of himself. 


"He .said If I said one word, one 


more time, he'd throw me out of the 
park," the boy claimed. 


THAT "ONE WORD" Is guaran- 


teed to bring a fist in the mouth from 
most men. That "one word" was the 
start of the late comedian Lenny 
Brace's hassles with obscenity laws. 


"He wasn't like the counselors. 


They talked to us and understood 
why we drank and smoked a little. He 
just likes arresting people . . /he 
goes out of his way looking for 
trouble." 


Munns declined to comment on the 


(continued on page 5) 
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accusations. He said he has been 
subpoenaed In connection with the 
drug arrest over the weekend. A 
court date of Nov. 2 In Arlington 
Heights has been set. 


"Any comments from me would bo 


Inappropriate 
outside 
the 
court 


room," ho said. 


But the kids deny the trouble start- 


ed as a left-handed attempt to bring 
the counselors back. They come out 
front and say it is an open effort to 
"eliminate" that one director. 


The counsclor-ln-the-parks pro- 


gram was funded by the village to 
put experienced youth counselors in 
tho six major parks during the sum- 
mer to curb vandalism and work 
with teenagers. 


MORE KIDS CAME over to share 


their thoughts. "Like the counselors 
would say, 'Not In tho park. When I 
turn around, I don't want to ace any 
of that stuff.' Yeah, they took it 
away from us, but they didn't go ar- 
resting people." 


Well, tho counselors are gone and 


tho kids don't really know whcro 
they canto from In tho first place. 
They didn't know there was a village 
youth council with student represen- 
tation that brought tho counselors to 
tho parks. They said they didn't want 
tho counselors back; they just want 
tho recreation directors to do their 
Job. 


Tho blonde, the only girl In tho 


group, said, "We're supposed to go 
talk to tho class president or some- 
thing about our troubles hero? And 
she's supposed to take it up with 


some council? Yeah. And you start 
losing people In the red tape. It'd get 
lost on tho way." 


AND WHY DO they frequent a 


park where there Is obvious tension 
between them and the man who runs 
things? "Where are we supposed to 
go? Over to some other park with the 
greasers or blow something up? My 
friends are here; we all live around 
here. There's nothing for us to do in 
town." 


The girl told of an attempt to 


create a youth center In another 
town. Everything was fine, she said, 
and then some girl overdosed on 
drugs. And the cops ruined every- 
thing by hanging around the parking 
lot after that. 


"We just got frustrated. We got 


tired of beating our heads against a 
brick wall," she said of the weekend 
outburst. 


So they threw a $2,500 tantrum be- 


cause the park recreation director: 
(1) doesn't understand why UTey 
brdak the laws and (2) doesn't stop 
acting like the recreation director 
and cater to their wishes first. 


SUDDENLY FIRE trucks and am- 


bulances came flashing and scream- 
ing into the park driveway. A false 
alarm. 


"Now you're going to say we 


pulled tho alarm box or something." 


Tho paramedic crash truck and a 


hook-and-ladder made it the big tlmo 
for the kids. 


They spend chilly nights hoping for 


flrctrucks or something with noise 
and lights because nobody under- 
stands that there's nothing to do. 


Laseke given week to lower bid 


The Laseke Disposal Co. has been giv- 


en one week In which to adjust Its bid on 
the pending village garbage contract if It 
wants to be competitive with a lower bid- 
der. 


The village board finance committee 


last night gave every indication that it 
was prepared to accept the low bid of 
SCA Services of $5.10 per month for resi- 
dential customers. , 


However, representatives of the La- 


seke firm were given until next Wednes- 
day to lower its bid of $5,53 per month 
and to react to several changes in the 
contract agreed to by SCA. 


Laseke's $5.53 proposal does not In- 


clude a 60-cent village subsidy which 
brings the total actual cost of a contin- 
uation of the company's service to $6.13. 


In the face of such a discrepancy, fi- 


nance committee chairman Frank Pal- 
mailer said the committee would have no 
choice but to recommend to the village 
board that the 1973-78 contract be 
awarded to SCA. 


A third firm, Northwest Disposal Co., 


which had submitted a bid of $4.63 per 
month, last night dropped out of com- 
petition. Northwest representatives said 
they could not get enough equipment fast 
enough to begin collection here Jan. 1. 


Among the contract changes adopted 


last night was a decision to allow resi- 
dents to put out large household items at 
the curb for collection on the second 
regular pick up day of each week. 


THE CHANGE was made in response 


to a number of residents who testified at 
a public hearing last week that they 
would prefer to dispose of these large 
items on a regular basis rather than wait 
for an annual spring clean up. 


SCA Services representatives 
also 


agreed last night that future price in- 
creases would be tied to increases In the 
cost of labor only and would not exceed 6 
per cent a year. 


The only exception would be for added 


costs in dumping charges which would be 
made up on a dollar for dollar basis. 


The Laseke company previously had 


not agreed to any ceiling on future price 
increases during the duration of its con- 
tract. 


Henry Laseke, president of the com- 


pany which has collected trash in Arling- 
ton Heights for the past 45 years, was not 
present at last night's meeting because 
of illness. 


But other company representatives 


made a plea that Laseke's knowledge 
and familiarity with the problems of gar- 
bage collection in Arlington Heights be 
considered. 


HOWEVER BASED upon the present 


price differences between the two firms, 
Palmatier said any decision to award the 
contract to Laseke at this time would be 
"pure sentiment." 


Trustee Ted Sallnsky captured the 


mood of the committee when he said, 
"Henry Laseke is a good citizen of Ar- 
lington Heights, but there are a lot of 
other ones. I don't want to put him out of 
business, but maybe I have no choice."

dents. Tho hearing, held in tho village 
council room, was attended by an over- 
flow crowd that frequently Interrupted 
tho proceeding with applause when tho 
commissioners pointed out shortcomings 
In PagUal's presentation. 


Chairman 0. V. Anderson admonished 


Pagllal, saying, "Wo'ro wasting our tlmo 
and spinning our wheels . . . there Is 
nothing to offer us to mako a decision 
on." 


Ho added that Pagllai should use tho 


tlmo until tho next hearing" . . . to 
maybe como up with something work- 
able." 


Pagllai scrapped his original petition 


for rozoning of tho entire area for tho 
mulllfamlly housing In the midst of tho 
hearing. Ho said ho would amend his 
plans and study tho practicality of build- 
ing single family homes on tho southern 
portion of land.

Made by Smirnoff Beverage 
and Import Co., Hartford, Conn., Clan 
Dew is unabashedly geared toward the 
younger drinking set, but it's uncertain 
whether 19-year-olds In Illinois will be 
able to drink it when they gain beer and 
wlno drinking privileges Oct. 1. 


"It's what we call a near Scotch," said 


Shelley Sallta of Smirnoff's new products 
division. "It appeals to people who really 
don't like the taste of pure Scotch but 
like to drink It for status — they drink 
Scotch because It's the thing to do, but 
they really can't stand It." 


THE PROBLEM concerning local offi- 


cials Is whether Clan Dew is really a 
Scotch or a wino. 


The Smirnoff people Insist It's a wine. 


Zimmerman's, a large liquor retailer in 
Chicago, one of two test markets for the 


new product, keeps it on the Scotch shelf. 
And Tom Murphy, executive director of 
the Illinois Liquor Control Commission, 
admits: "I don't know what It Is." 


The label on the product isn't much 


help. It describes Clan Dew as a "spe- 
cialty blend of British wine and malt 
Scotch whiskey." It has a 17 per cent 
alcohol content. 


IF THE PRODUCT is considered a 


wine, It will be available to the newly 
enfranchised drinkers. If it's a Scotch, it 
will go into the glasses of only the 21- 
ancl-up set. 


Murphy says It will be up to local li- 


quor commissioners — in the Northwest 
suburbs, this means the mayors and vil- 
lage presidents — to determine just what 
Clan Dew Is. 


Murphy himself hasn't tried it, but 


Mrs. Sallta, of Smirnoff, who generally 
finds Scotches too dry for her taste, likes 
It. "It's lovely served In a wine glass 
with an ice cube," she said.

No UAW strike answer before Sat.

The strike against Chrysler Corp. will 


not be settled until at least Saturday, ac- 
cording to United Auto Workers (UAW) 
picketing a local plant. 


About 120 members of Local 1178 arc 


striking the Chrysler regional office at 
2200 S. Busso Rd., Elk Grove Village. 


Workers said the national contract will 


not be submitted to local unions for rati- 
fication until Saturday. Even if the na- 
tional contract is approved, local unions 
can still remain on strike against local 
plants. 


The members of Local 1178 said they 


had grievances against the Elk Grove 
Village plant which are not part of the 
national contract. They would not say if 
the local would go back to work when the 
national contract was approved. 


Grievances included mandatory over- 


time, promotion within the plant and 
working conditions. 


Chrysler officials at the Elk Grove Vil- 


lage and in the Michigan headquarters 
plant refused to comment on the strike.

and no more than six days per week of 
m a n d a t o r y overtime. Prior to the 
agreement, workers said they were 
forced to work overtime whenever or- 
dered to do so by the company. Refusal 
to work would be cause for firing, ac- 
cording to the workers. 


The new contract, if ratified, would set 


a limit of nine hours per day, six days a 
week, a total of 54 hours per week, an 
employe would have to work without the 
opportunity of refusing overtime. 


Members of Local 1178, however, said 


they were opposed to the overtime agree- 
ment called for In the national contract 
because it would not benefit them. 


"Sure, it's great for the assembly-line 


worker. They have to work 10 to 12 hours 
a day, six to seven days a week," said 
one of the local strikers. "We already 
have a 54-hour week and we don't like 
it." 


The striking union members work as 


warehouse workers, packers and ship- 
pers In the Elk Grove Village plant. 


THE SERVICE technician school and 


the regional sales office portions of the 
building are not affected by the strike. 


The strikers said they wanted working 


conditions improved in the plant. They 
said in the summer, temperatures reach 


100 degrees In the warehouse which is 
not air-conditioned and in the winter, 
when loading dock doors are opened, the 
workers have to wear heavy coats to stay 
warm. 


Workers said they wanted to be given 


notice when openings were available for 
office jobs and other promotions In the 
plant. They are also opposed to suddenly 
placing restrictive requirements for pro- 
motion, such as requiring a college de- 


gree, to prevent workers from advancing 
to office jobs. 


Current pay scale for local 1178 totals 


$4.75 per hour, Including a cost of living 
raise. The workers expect to receive 
$5.10 to $5.15 per hour when the strike is 
settled. 


They said the pay hike in the new con- 


tract was lower than they wanted, but 
the federal limits on pay raises pre- 
vented a greater increase.
